U.S. IMPERIALISM MUST 
REMEMBER 


HONG CHUN 


a0 WELVE years have passed since the 

U.S. imperialists launched the criminal 
ageressive war in Korea. 

Unleashing the war on June 25, 1950, the 
U.S. imperialists had wild dreams of turn- 
ing the whole Korea into their colony and 
extending the war to the continent and 
realizing their aggressive designs on the 
socialist camp. 

To the Korean war U.S. imperialists 
threw the bulk of their ground, naval, 
and air forces equipped with modern 
science. They also dragged in troops of 15 
of their satellite countries. 

Greedy U.S. imperialism rescrted to 
every means to achieve its aggressive 
end. To exterminate the Korean nation the 
diabolical U.S. imperialists committed in- 
discriminate bombing, mass murder. They 
even used germ and chemical weapons. 

But no cold-blooded method they employ- 
ed in the war or their bestial atrocities 
helped them realize their aggressive aims. 

In face of the heroic struggle of the Ko- 
ean people who had risen up to defend 
freedom and independence of their father- 
land, the U.S. imperialists for the first time 
in their history suffered a military, political, 
and moral defeat. In the end they had to 
kneel down before the Korean people and 
sign the iruce. 

The Korean people’s victory in the war 
shattered the myth of “almighty technique” 
and “invincibility”? of USS. imperialism. 
More, it proved that the time had gone 
forever when the USS. imperialists could 
conquer and plunder smali nations at will. 
Also the Korean people’s victory testified 
to the fact that no force on earth can suoject 
a nation that has risen up with arms to 
fight heroically the aggressors. 

Yet, the U.S. itmperialists refuse to draw 
a due lesscn from the historical facts. In- 


stead, they are still ‘pursuing a colonial, 
predatory policy in South Korea and busying 
themselves preparing another war. 
Intentionally and systematically they 
ave violated the articles of the Armistice 
Agreement and reinforced their own armed 
forces and the puppet army. Illegally they 


have brought modern weapons, atomic 
and rocket weapons. included, into South 
Korea. 


The intensified war preparations in South 
Korea and the U.S. plunder under the niame 
of “aid” inevitably drove South Korea to 
poverty. South Korea has been turned into 
a land of darkness and non-rights. 

However, no longer could the South Kore- 
an people bear. They rose to demand the 
rights to life, a new political system, and 
the country’s unification by Koreans. The 
mass struggle of the South Korean people 
has shaken the U.S. colonial rule in South 
Korea ito its foundation. ; 

Panic-siricken by such turn of events, the 
U.S. imperialists cast aside ‘“anti-dicta- 
torship,” ‘democracy,” “representative go- 
vernment’—the phrases they uttered so 
often and so loudly. And they stage-manag- 
ed the military coup with the arch-fascist 
elements in the puppet army. The U.S. im- 
perialists stated that they had to resort 
to the “last” measure for keeping South 
Korea in the “community of free world.” 

Under the instigation of U.S. imperialism 
the Pak Jung Hi clique has placed South 
Korea on a “war footing”; the strength of 
the puppet army has been extended; then 
they drive out the people to work for build- 
ing military bases and lay military highways. 
“March North” has been heard loudly of 
late. 

The U.S. imperialists have brought a new 
U.S. division trained for mountain warfare 


into South Korea to deploy in the neighbour- 
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hood of the demarcation line. Expanding 
military base and establishments, they repeat 


provocative manoeuvres. And this is not all. . 


Hoping to bolster their tottering colonial 

rule, the U.S. imperialists are attempting 
to import revived Japanese militarism to 
South Korea. They are working very hard 
to bring together the Japanese 
and the South Korean military ruffians and 
farm the aggressive “Northeast Asian Mili- 
tary Alliance.” 
_ . Aggressive designs of the U.S. imperi- 
alists and their war mongering have become 
more vocal ever since Kennedy’s ascendance 
to the U.S. presidency. 

Kennedy has_ fascistised South Ko- 
rea. He reinforced the aggressive U.S. arm- 
ed forces in South Korea and is working 
madly to push 
into another fratricidal war. : 

Kennedy is the executor of the U.S. ag- 
gressive policy. He is a top servant to the 
war-mongers of Wall Street. The Kennedy 
administration covers the most shameful 
pages in the bloody history of U.S. impe- 
rialism. Its days have been characterized 
by aggression, plunder and crimes. 

Today the reactionary ruling circles of 
the U.S. are desperate in the arms race and 
creating war-uproars in order to find a way 
out of the acute crisis they face and mend 
their aggressive policy which has been 
shattered by the might of the socialist and 
peace-loving forces. 

Internally the U.S. government persecut- 


es the U.S. Communist Party and all 
democratic forces, externally it makes 
much noise about “anti-communism.” In 


many parts of the world it is making frantic 
efforts to stop the national liberation and 
labour movements. And the provocations 
against the socialist countries and peace- 
loving forces are becoming more naked. 
The U.S. government has augmented its 
combat strength in all branches—land, sea 
and air. An unprecedented peace-time mili- 
tary spending has been adopted. And it is 
expanding its military bases in foreign 
countries and bolstering its aggressive mili- 


tary blocs. 


German and Japanese militarism revived 
under the U.S. protection is showing again 
its teeth of aggression. 

Despite the shameful defeat they suffered 
in Cuba, the U.S. imperialists are still 


militarists . 


the South Korean people . 


scheming against it while doing their ut- 
most to smother the national liberation 
struggle of the peoples of Latin America 
and Africa. 

Particularly they are stepping up their 
aggressive machinations in the Far East and 
Asia, doing everything to choke the anti- 
imperialist, anti-colonialist struggle of the 
Asian peoples. They are set to establish a 
military bloc over a vast area in Asia and 
they are hurrying with the formation 
of the “Northeast Asia Military Alliance’ 


which is to become the main link in the 


former. 

More, the U.S. imperialists regard Asia 
as a most suitable place for “limited wars.” 
As a matter of fact their brazen, armed in- 
terference has been started already in 
South Vietnam and Laos. More, they are 
working viciously against the Indonesian 
people who are waging a just struggle to 
liberate West Irian. 

All this shows that it is none other than 
the U.S. imperialists who aggravate the 
world tension and threaten peace. The U.S. 


imperialists are the very incarnation of 
aggression and war. However, all these 
machinations of theirs are but their last 


gasps. 

It is the principal characteristic of our 
time that the world socialist system is 
becoming the decisive factor in the develop- 
ment of society. It is a time of the breakdown 
of imperialism, of the abolition of the 
colonial system, a time of transition to the 
triumph of socialism and communism. 

In many parts of the world a fierce 
struggle is being waged against imperialism, 
particularly U.S. imperialism. If the impe- 
rialists start another war the people will 
sweep capitalism forever from the surface 
of the earth. 

Today the Korean people are far stronger 
than nine years ago when the U.S. imperial- 
ists knelt before them. No matter how 
desperately the imperialists may manoeuvre, 
the Korean people will drive the enemy out 
of their land and will unify their country. 
More, maintaining firm unity with the 
socialist countries, world working class, the 
oppressed people in their national liberation 
struggle, and the peace-loving people of the 
world, the Korean people will wage a 
resolute struggle against the war schemes 
of the imperialists and for world peace. 
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MERICAN imperialists landed in the 
A southern part of our country on September 
7, 1945. 

They converted South Korea into a military 
base and instigated the Syngman Rhee clique to 
start an armed attack on the North on June 25, 
1950. Then the U.S. imperialists participated 
directly in the aggressive war. 

It should be noted that this was a link in their 
set course for aggression on the Soviet Union. 
the People’s Republic of China and other Asian 
countries. 

As early as 1946, the Saturday Evening Post 
noted that the U.S. General Staff regarded Korea 
as part of the U.S. frontier and planned to use 
it as a strategical base against the Soviet Union. 

American imperialists hastened with prepara- 
tions for war in Korea. The numerical strength 
of their ground and air forces stationed in Japan

war in Korea. Syngman Rheeites were told to 
reject the proposals for the unification of the 
country that our government presented. Only they 
trumpeted “‘march north.” 

The U.S. magazine Life wrote in its August 
1950 issue that throughout its history the 
U.S. has never been so well prepared as for the 
war against the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea. 

But, American imperialists did everything to 
distort the stark historical fact. They tried to 
cover up their grave crime alleging that the Ko- 
rean war was started by an ‘‘attack from the 
north.”’ 

How groundless their statement is to be seen 
in the following fact: 

On May 9, 1950, before the 
U.S. imperialists started the Ko- 
rean war, Johnson, former 
Chief of the E.C.A. in Korea, 
testified before the U.S. House 
Appropriations Committee that 
100,000 men and officers of the 
ROK army armed with USS. 
weapons and trained by Ameri- 
cans had wound up preparations 
for entering a war at any mo- 
ment. And Robberts, then head 
of the U.S. military advisory 
group, declared openly at the 
meeting of the divisional com- 
manders of the puppet army that 
the northward expedition plan 
was an already decided matter 
and that the time would come 
soon. 

Between the end of 1949 and 
the first half of 1950, when the 
preparations of the U.S. impe- 
rialists for aggressive war 
reached the final stage, the not- 
orious warmonger Dulles came to 
South Korea and, accompanied

by U.S. military advisory group and high-ranking 
Officials of the puppet army, ‘‘inspected’’ on June 
18, 1950, military installations along the 38th 
parallel and finally approved the plan of opera- 
tions for the “northward expedition’. Then, he 
told the South Korean puppet army it would soon 
have a chance to show itself. Do your best. He 
instructed Syngman Rhee and the then “defence 
minister’’: 

Start the aggression against the north accom- 
panied by a propaganda campaign charging that 
the north has invaded the south first. If you can 
hold out for one week, everything will go on 
smoothly, for during this period the United 
States, by accusing North Korea of attacking 
Scuth Korea, will compel the United Nations to 
take action in whose name land, naval and air 
forces will be mobilized. 

Leaving for Japan, on June 20, 1950 Dulles 
wrote to Syngman Rhee: “I attach great im- 
portance to the decisive role which your country

can play in the great drama that is unfolding.” 

Thus, the Korean war was planned directly by 
the U.S, imperialists and was started at their in- 
struction. When he was taken prisoner on June 
25, Han Suh Hwan. former lieutenant assigned 
to the headquarters of the 17th regiment of 
“ROK” army, said: 

“June 24, Saturday was leave-day. 

Nevertheless, the officers of the regimental 
headquarters were not allowed to go out and were 
ordered to wait for further instructions. We spent 
that night in an extremely tense atmosphere. At 
dawn on June 25 there came eventually a con- 
fidential order from the army headquarters to 
start an attack on the north of the 38th parallel.” 

That war preparations had been made secretly 
by the American imperialists can be aiso seen in 
the following fact: 

New York Herald Tribune of June 25, 1950 
wrote that the U.S. authorities “sent away 650 
American women and children from Inchon port 
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Halfway up the Bakchun ridge in Shinchun, South Hwanghai 
Province, there are two big graves, marked by granite grave- 
stones with the inscriptions: “The Grave of 400 Mothers’ and 
“The Grave of 102 Children.” 

On the waist of the mountain not far from these graves one 
can see two buildings. These buildings were once old magazines. 
Here the U.S. aggressors locked up Korean women and _ their 
children, inflicted upon them undescribably cruel tortures, and 
starved them and finally burned them to death. 

We introduce here a writing of Kim Myung Ja, one of the 
survivors, She was then nine years cld and is now a student of 
Kim Il Sung University.

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U.S. Imperialists Will Pay For This 


KIM MYUNG JA 


It happend during the temporary strategic 
retreat of our People’s Army. The blood-thirsty 
U.S. cutthroats occupied my native town of 
Shinchun, 

A few days after my father had gone to Mt. 
Koowol to join the partisan units, the Yankee 
devils came to arrest us, mother and six of us. 

We were first taken to somebody’s basement, 
which was already packed with people, all women 
and children. 

The enemy put the arrested to severe torture. 
Not a thing, not even a drop of water, was given 
to the people. 


In the depth of night or at early dawn mothers 
with their children were dragged out in groups 
by the enemy, never to return. 


One early morning, the fog was very thick 
that morning, the enemy came to get us and 
others. Once we were out of the basement, the 
enemy soldiers dragged us, the mothers tied with 
ropes and children unbound, to the outskirts of 
Shinchun. : 


Dawn was just breaking when we reached a 
winding path along the foot of the mountain near 
the Bakchun ridge. 
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by a Norwegian boat 2 or 3 hours before the war 
started.’’ 

In his book the ‘‘Riddle of MacArthur,’ Ameri- 
can John Gunther said that an officer assigned to 
MacArthur’s headquarters said to MacArthur: 
A big story has just broken. The South Korean 
army has attacked North Korea. 


Once they started the war in Korea, then the 
U.S. imperialists shamelessly abused the U.N. 
flag. 

On June 27 after the U.S. aggressive troops 
started the armed aggression, American imperial- 
ists made the U.N. Security Council adopt “‘re- 
solutions’* on the Korean war without the par- 
ticipation of the Soviet Union in violation of 
the principle of unanimity of the permanent 
members. 


It was at 12 o’clock on June 27, 1950 that 


U.S. president “‘ordered’’ the U.S. air and naval 
forces to ‘“‘aid’’ the Syngman Rhee puppet 
army. But, it was at 5:15 p.m. on the same day 
that the U.N. Security Council adopted the ‘‘re- 
solutions.”’ 

During a public hearing held in 1951 at the 
U.S. Senate in connection with MacArthur’s 
recall, MacArthur declared that the U.S. troops 
had taken actions 12 hours’ before the ‘‘resolu- 
tions’’ were taken. 


The U.S. imperialists, the 20th century 
robbers, who unleashed the Korean war resorted 
to all conceivable means to cover up their crimes 
as a thief cries: ‘‘Ston thief!’’ 


But, no machinations of the American imperi- 
alists could bring to their knees the Korean peo- 
ple who rose to wage a just war, and the U.S. 
imperialists suffered a disgraceful defeat. 


At this time the mothers, no one knew who 
started, began to sing the ‘Song of General 
Kim I] Sung.”’ Now the guards became desperate. 
They beat and kicked them in an attempt to 
stop their singing. But the more desperate the 
pnemy got, the louder became the song. 


At this very moment, patting the shoulder of 
my elder brother who was walking by her, my 
mother said: 

“Ryong Soo, run with your brother! Quick!” 
She spoke in a low voice but very firmly. My 
elder brother then was ten years old. He with 
pne of younger brothers ran away into the nearby 
grove of pine trees. I and my elder sister, too, 
wanted to flee but we could not find an oppor- 
tune moment. Eventually we reached the end of 
the winding path, then the enemy ordered us to 
ascend the pathless mountain slope. 


There was a fire with leaping flames halfway 
up the slope. There were two magazines there. 
When we got to the magazines we saw a group 
of U.S. soldiers busily moving back and forth. 
They were raising such a racket. 

A struggle ensued between us and the enemy 
in front of the iron door when the enemy soldi- 
ers began to kick us into the magazine. Mothers 
bit the enemy soldiers, but in the end the enemy 
managed to lock up all of us in the gloomy 
place. The building had no window except a little 
transom near the ceiling. Soon the children began 
to cry. 

They were: thirsty 
and hungry. “I want 
water.’ “I’m hung- 
ry!” It was a pitiful 
sight, indeed.. 

Mothers gave their 
breasts to their babi- 
es, but this did not 
satisfy the hungry 
babies. The mothers 
hadn’t had anything 
to eat for several 
days and, worse still, 
had undergone severe 
torture. 

I thought I could 
endure the hunger, 
but thirst was simply 
unbearable. It seem- 
ed my throat was 
burning. 

The children cried 
until they lay ex- 

-hausted. Soon the 


babies died one by one from hunger and cold. 

The suffering, angry mothers roared. 

“Do you intend to kill us with thirst, you 
beasts? Bring some water at once!” They kicked 
and threw their bodies against the iron gate 
trying to break it down. A guard peeped into 
the magazine through a crack and the door was 
flung open some time later. 

A U.S. army officer accompanied by several 
soldiers with Mauser rifles leveled at us appeared 
in the doorway. 

“So, you don’t want to die yet. Step forward 
those who wish to live,’ said the Yankee officer. 
Then he took some bars of chocolate out of his 
pocket and threw them before the children. The 
hungry children began to crawl forward to pick 
up the chocolate bars, but the mothers held 
their babies and shouted: 

“What do you take us for? We do not want 
to live on what you beasts throw at us. Bring 
the clear water of our’ country.” 

“Oh, you still want to live, so you want 
water! Well, bring water for them!’’ With a 
sneer, the officer ordered his men to bring water. 
A few minutes later one of them came in with a 
bucket of “water” and put it in the centre of 
the room. 

A woman approached the bucket to see what 
the man had brought in. Suddenly, she picked 
up the bucket and gave the man a bath with 
what the bucket contained. She cried out: “You 
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The magazines where the U.S. human butchers killed 
hundreds of Korean mothers and their children 


beasts. Devil take you! Taste yourself what you 
have brought in and go to hell.” The bucket 
held water mixed with dung. 

The enemy after a taste of his water ran away 
in a hurry yapping like a dog. He locked the 
door behind him. 

That day the enemy separated children from 
the mothers and moved the grown-ups to another 
magazine nearby. The children cried for their 
mothers. Calling their mothers, the infants 
crawled on the concrete floor until their knees 
were skinned and bleeding. Some gathered be- 
fore the locked door and beat it with their fists. 
Blood streamed down from their little fists. 

Meanwhile, an American soldier came around 
with a bundle of straw which he spread here and 
there in the magazine, and sprinkled gasoline 
over it. Thinking that it was water, the chil- 
dren lapped it up. But soon the children writhed 
in agony clawing at their throats and chests. 

Just at that moment, the sound of ‘‘Manse”’ 
came from the magazine where the mothers were 
detained, which was followed by a terrific ex- 
plosior.

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Horrified, I covered myself with a blanket that 
the mothers left and lay down on the floor. Sud- 
denly there was a flash of light in our magazine. 
In a moment, the whole place was wrapped in 
flames. I was choking. But, fortunately, I found 
a crack in the wall through which I could breathe 
fresh air. 

Fire died away presently. And as the thick 
smoke gradually faded away, the terrible scene 
made me shudder. The whole place was strewn 
with charred bodies of children. In this way the 
enemy starved or hurned all the women and 
children to death. Soon dusk fell. A “thought 
came to me. I should get out of this house of 
death. 

I piled up the burnt-out quilts and blankets 
against the wall to reach the transom. After re- 
peated failure I managed to get out of the maga- 
zine through the transom. 

It was snowing outside. The first snow of 
early winter. It was already night. Not a 
soul was to be seen. I went to the front door of 
the magazine and opened it. The door was half 
bolted from outside. When I went inside I found 
my two-year-old brother was still alive. I took 
him on my back and ran out. 

I ran stumbling and falling every few steps. 
But each time I would get up and run again. I 
vowed to myself: ‘““When I grow up, I will make 
the enemy pay a hundred and thousand times 
for this. The American devils killed my mother, 
elder sister and brother.” 

Our four brothers and sisters who survived 
are now studying at schools happily in the em- 
brace of the fatherland. Like all other Korean 
people we will never forget the atrocities com- 
mitted by the U.S. butchers in our country. 
Whenever I recall the event I shiver and the 
desire for revenge fills me. Those U.S. imperial- 
ists still occupy the southern part of our father- 
land and continue to perpetrate barbarous atro- 
cities. How can I forgive the enemy which 
murdered my mother, brother and sister, and 
hundreds of thousands of my compatriots? We 
must break the bloodstained hands of the U.S. 
imperialist beasts who invade other country, 
massacre innocent people and commit brutal 
atrocities. I will certainly take revenge upon the 
enemy. 

I will try my utmost to drive at an early date 
from the country the U.S. imperialist aggressors, 
the sworn enemy of the Korean people and the 
heinous enemy of mankind, and to expedite the 
unification of the country.

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The evidence of mass-murders, individual murders 
and bestialities committed by the military forces of 
the U.S.A. against Korean civilians including women 
and children is overwhelming both in the quantity of 
the crimes committed and in the variety of methods

_ A. Sinchon 
35,383 civilians (19,149 men and 16,234 women) 
were murdered in the district of Sinchon during the 
_ American occupation, which lasted from October 17th 
till December 7th, 1950, i.e. for less than two months. 
~The number includes a substantial number of refugees 
_ who were in the district. 


(1) On the evidences examined, the following facts 
can be established beyond doubt: 

On 18th October 1950 in the city of Sinchon be- 
hind the building of the People's Committee, a mass 
murder of about 900 men and women including about 
~ 300 children was committed. Some of the women 
Were pregnant. 


_ The murder was committed by order of the com- 
Mander of the American occupying forces in the 
_ city—Harrison (described by one. witness as Halison). 
Harrison was present when his order was filled and 
_ took photographs of the execution. . 


_ The murder was committed as follows. All the 
people were pushed into an open deep grave. Har- 
_ tison ordered them to take off their clothes, then or- 
dered fuel-oil to be thrown over the victims who 
‘Were set on fire. Those who tried to get out of the 
_ Qrave were shot.

crimes against humanity as defined by the Nuremberg 
Charter, as follows: 

1. By the wholesale destruction or extermination of 
sections of the civilian inhabitants, and in particular 
of refugees without any attempt to bring any to trial 
for any offence, and by the terroristic methods adopt- 
ed against whole sections of the Korean people, and 
since 28th January 1952 by the use on a large scale 
of the bacteriological weapons against civilians; 


2. By the destruction or attempted destruction of 
the way of life of the people of North Korea, by the 
destruction of its schools, university, museums, its 
historic monuments and cultural objects, by the de- 
struction of the organs of government and the murder 
of its officials. 

Taking the view that the extensive murders are not 
the result of individual excesses, but indicate a pat- 
tern of behaviour by the U.S. forces throughout the 
areas occupied by them, and taking into account that 
the employment of bacteriological and chemical 
weapons over extensive areas of the country must 
constitute an attempt to destroy a whole people or 
part of a people, the Commission is of the opinion 
that the American forces are guilty of the crime of 
Genocide as defined by the Genocide Convention of 
1948. 


In the light of these conclusions, the Commission 
must name those who should be brought to the bar 
of world justice to answer for these crimes. The 
Commission has no hesitation in saying that many of 
these crimes could not have been committed without 
the fullest knowledge of and planning by the leaders — 
of the government of the U.S.A. and of the High 
Command of the U.S. Forces. It therefore indicts 
these people and all officers commanding in the field 
who are responsible for these crimes together with 
all individual soldiers who accepted and carried out 
orders contrary to international law.

25th Anniversary of Victory of Bochunbo 
Battle 


SONG JI YUNG 


WENTY-five years ago, On June 4, 1937, a battle 
T took place in Bochunbo. The battle was waged 
by the Korean People's Revolutionary Army, an anti- 
Japanese armed force, under the personal leadership 
‘of Comrade Kim II Sung. 

The historical significance of the battle lies in the 

fact that its victory instilled into the minds of the 
‘Korean people a firm conviction in the restoration of 
the fatherland with political and military blows it had 
given to Japanese imperialism in the darkest days of 
the country under the Japanese colonial rule. And 
this battle makes a brilliant page in the history. of the 
anti-Japanese national liberation struggle of the Ko- 
rean people. 
_In the 1930's the Korean communists headed by 
Comrade Kim II Sung in carrying out the Korean re-. 
volution applied Marxism-Leninism creatively and put 
the anti-Japanese national liberation movement of the 
Korean people onto a higher stage. 

For over 15 years until the day of Japanese sur- 
render in 1945, the  anti-Japanese partisans 
dealt staggering blows to the Japanese imperialist 
aggressors militarily and politically. In the course of 
the protracted anti-Japanese armed struggle, a lead- 
ing core of communists was trained and expanded, 
a united national front with the anti-Japanese forces 
of broad strata were formed, and organizational and 
ideological preparations were made for setting up a 
united Marxist-Leninist Party. 

In the latter part of the thirties when the Japanese 
imperialists were preparing for an aggressive war 
against China, they turned Korea into a strategic 
base for their aggression on the continent and, to 
“consolidate their rear," further intensified ruthless 
plunder and fascist suppression of the Korean people. 
In Korea the military fascist Japanese imperialists op- 
pressed barbarously the freedom of speech, press, 
association and assembly. They arrested and put into 
jail the Korean patriots at random. The whole of 
Korea was turned into a huge prison. 

The Korean people kad languished in unbearable 
national humiliation and non-rights. Not only workers 
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and peasants but even the majority of national bour-. 
geosie were on the verge of ruin due to the 
Japanese policy of blotting out our national economy. 

Unheard-of fascist oppression by Japanese imperial- 
ism befell the Korean people and their destiny hung 
in the balance. Indeed the Korean nation was having 
the darkest days. The anti-Japanese armed struggle 
had to be strengthened to give more powerful in- 
spiration to the anti-Japanese struggle of the people, 
and a united anti-Japanese national front embracing 
the broad section of anti-Japanese forces had to be 
organized. To implement this task the Korean com- 
munists had fo step up all the more the organizational 
and ideological preparations for the founding of a 
Marxist-Leninist Party on a nation-wide scale. 

The meetings held in Nanhutou and Tungkang in 
February and May 1936 were of great significance in 
fulfilling these revolutionary tasks. 

At those meetings Comrade Kim I] Sung set forth 
a strategic line and concrete measures for organizing 
on an extensive scale the Fatherland Restoration As- 
sociation as a united anti-Japanese national front, 
energetically pushing ahead the preparations for the 
Party building, and expanding the anti-Japanese arm- 
ed struggle deep into the country. 

The Korean People’s Revolutionary Army, which 
was seasoned through many years of heroic armed 
struggle, educated in Marxist-Leninist ideology, and 
had a solid mass foundation, intensified attacks on the 
enemy's military and political strongholds, 

The Bochunbo battle was waged in such a period 
and it was the most important operation. 

Bochunbo is a small town located near the north- 
ern border on the upper reaches of the Amrok river. 
It was one of the important military and political 
points of the Japanese imperialists, The Japanese im- 
perialists maintained a strong armed force in the 
northern border of Korea to break off the ties be- 
tween the Changpai revolutionary base and the work- 
ing class, peasants and broad sections of the popular 
masses within Korea. Therefore, the attack on Bo- 
chunbo was an important event militarily and _politi-

cally in strengthening the 
anti-Japanese national libera- 
tion struggle. 

Attaching great political 
and military significance to 
the battle, Comrade Kim 
li Sung mapped out in de- 
tail the plan of operation in 
close connection. with the re- 


volutionary organizations at 
home. 
On June 2, 1937, a unit 


of the Korean People’s Re- 
volutionary Army under the 
personal command of Com- 
rade Kim Il Sung left the 
Heishiazukou secret camp to 
break through the _ strictly 
guarded border which the 
Japanese imperialists boasted 
as an “impregnable fortress.” 
Two days later, on June 4, 
fhe unit advanced to the 
heart of Bochunbo and occu- 
pied military and administra- 
five organs of the Japanese 
imperialists and burnt them to the ground, And the 
enemy soldiers and policemen were wiped out. 
Amid the enthusiastic cheers of the people, who 
came out to welcome the Revolutionary Army, Com- 
rade Kim I] Sung made a moving speech. He instilled

into the hearts of the Korean people confidence in 


victory and inspired them to the anti-Japanese strug- 
gle. Then the ‘10-point Programme of the Fatherland 
Restoration Association,” “Proclamation,” ‘Appeal to 
the Korean People,” and other bills and manifestoes 
were distributed. The proclamation reads in part as 
follows: 

"The Korean People’s Revolutionary Army is wag- 
ing a_ struggle to open the way out for the nation, 
bring a worthy life to the people, defeat Japanese 
imperialism and liberate the fatherland. 


"Relying on the firm unity between the patriots in 
Korea and our ardent fighters, this Army has come on 
an expedition to the areas of North and South Ham- 
kyung Provinces after crossing the Amrok and Tuman 
rivers, with the object of fighting the Government- 
Korea, the vampire that battens on the 
blood of the Korean people. 


“long-suffering compatriots and brothers! Come out 
at once, unite around the united anti-Japanese na- 
tional front and respond to the partisan war of this 
Army by waging struggles of various forms! 

"Struggle on to smash the rule of Japanese imperi- 
alism at an early date and build a genuine govern-

ment of the Korean people!” 

This made it clear to the Korean people why and 
how they should fight, inspiring them to the struggle 
against Japanese imperialism. 

Alarmed by the advance of the Korean People’s 
Revolutionary Army to Bochunbo, the Japanese im- 
perialists hurriedly mobilized thousands of their army 
and armed police in an attempt to pursue and sur- 
round the Revolutionary Army from all directions. But 
their attempt was shattered in face of the superb 
military tactics of Comrade Kim I] Sung and the 
heroic struggle of the Korean People's Revolutionary 


Army. The enemy only received another staggering 
blow. 
The Bochunbo battle ended in a brilliant victory 


for the Korean People's Revolutionary Army. 


it gave our people, who had been languishing in 
exploitation and oppression under Japanese imperial- 
ism, new confidence in victory, and inspired the 
entire Korean people to the struggle for national 
liberation, freedom and independence. 


Comrade Kim Il Sung pointed out the great politi- 
cal significance of the Bochunbo battle as follows: 

“The significance lies not in the fact that we killed 
a number of Japanese but in the fact that the battle 
showed Koreans were not dead but were very much 
alive and that we could win victory if we fought 
Japanese imperialism. The Bochunbo battle declared 
to the whole world that the Korean people resisted 
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Japanese imperialism; that we did not recognize the 
talk about the Japanese and Koreans being one peo- 
ple; that the Korean people were not dead but were 
still alive and could win victory if they fought the 
Japanese.” 

The victory in the Bochunbo battle which was 
launched in the days when the dark cloud of the 
Japanese imperialist colonial rule hung heavily over 
the country, heightened rapidly the anti-Japanese 
sentiments of the people at home and abroad and 
rallied them around the communists headed by Com- 
rade Kim Il Sung. The patriotic people came forward 
to join the ranks of the Korean People’s Revolution- 
ary Army, a revolutionary armed force led by Com- 
rade Kim Il Sung, and aided in every way the aniti- 
Japanese armed struggle. Thus the revolutionary 
movement at home gained momentum, 

After the Bochunbo battle, broad strata of the mas- 
ses who were against Japanese imperialism rallied 
themselves around the Fatherland Restoration Asso- 
ciation and activities of revolutionary organizations 
became more brisk throughout the country. Under 
the personal guidance of Comrade Kim II Sung, the 
Korean National Liberation Union played a big role 
in preparing for the Party building in various parts 
of the country, while expanding the united national! 
front movement, upholding the 10-point Programme 
of the Fatherland Restoration Association, Thus a qui- 
dance system of the communists who were acting in 
various parts of the country was set up, new cadres 
were trained and the anti-Japanese masses were unit- 
ed around the revolutionary organizations. 

Accordingly more fierce strikes were waged by the 
workers, particularly at the munition plants. The 
workers struggled against the construction of military 
facilities. In 1937 more than 1,400 workers on the 
construction site of the port of Pusan went on strike, 
and strikes and sabotages took place on many other 
construction sites. Under the guidance of communists, 
the activities of the revolutionary peasants’ unions 
were further strengthened among the peasaniry. In 


particular, peasants launched an energetic struggle a- 
gainst the war-time predatory policy of Japanese im- 
perialism. Students and youth waged vigorous strug- 
gles against ‘drafting’ and “conscription” by Japa- 
nese imperialism. 


In this way the victory of the Bochunbo battle 
exerted a great influence on our revolutionary move- 
ment which made rapid development. 


After the Bochunbo battle the units of the Korean 
Revolutionary Army -kept dealing telling 

Japanese imperialism, both militarily and 
politically, through large-scale operations, A+ the 
same time partisans in small groups and political 
workers were dispatched to various regions to call 
the people to the anti-Japanese struggle. 

The heroic anti-Japanese armed struggle, which 
lasted 15 years under the leadership of communists 
led by Comrade Kim II Sung, gave our people re- 
doubled national consciousness and pride in their 
struggle for national and social emancipation when 
the country was in the dark period under the Japa- 
nese imperialist rule. In the flames cf the revolution, 
the Korean communists faid a firm organisational and 
ideological foundation for building a united Marxist- 
Leninist Party and developed an anti-Japanese united 
national front movement on the basis of the correct 
strategical and tactical line set forth by Comrade 
Kim Il Sung. If was in the course of the arduous anti- 
Japanese partisan struggle that the brilliant revolu- 
tionary traditions of our Party were built up. 

The traditions established by the anti-Japanese 
partisans in the protracted struggle have been brilli- 
antly carried forward by the Workers’ Party of Korea 
since liberation.

The Bochunbo Battle 


OH BAIK RYONG 


lt was in the autumn of 1936 that our anii-Japanese 
partisan detachments moved to Changpai County in 
order to march into the homeland. 

In the early part of that year, a historic conference 
of Party, military and political cadres was held at 
Nanhutou, Ningan County. 

At this conference, Marshal Kim II Sung put for- 
ward the line of further developing the anti-Japanese 
united national front movement, preparing for the 
founding of a Party, strengthening the guidance to 
the revolutionary movement at home, and moving 
the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army to the 
border areas along the Amrok and Tuman rivers. 

Following this conference, Marshal Kim I! Sung, 
personally leading the detachments of the Sixth Divi- 
sion of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army, 
moved to Changpai County via Fusung County and 
gradually expanded the scope of armed struggle. 
Thrown into panic by this move, the Japanese ag- 
gressors massed their forces from various parts, and 
Made a frenzied attempt to intercept the march of 
the partisan detachments. However, in only one or 
two months in the autumn of 1936, while we were 
marching to Changpai. county, the enemy suffered 
crushing blows at Tatesuei, Hsiaotesuei, Pantsaikou, 
Ertaokang, Ershitaokou, and elsewhere. Then in the 
Winter of the same year, the enemy sustained defeal 
upon defeat in the battles at Heisiatzukou, Manam- 
dong, Mt. Hungtou, Dochunri, Rimyungsu, and other 
Places. Thus the “winter punitive operation” of the 


enemy ended in a fiasco. 

While intensifying the armed struggle against the 
enemy, our units expanded the network of Party or- 
ganizations and the Fatherland Restoration Association 
in Changpai County and in the regions on the other 
side of the river. Thus we laid a powerful revolution- 
ary mass base by rallying the broad strata of the 
anti-Japanese forces and strengthened our leadership 
in the revolutionary movement in the homeland, In 
those days, the Japanese imperialists, scheming to in- 
vade China proper and the Soviet Far Eastern Area 
and eventually the whole of Asia, were resorting to 
cruel exploitation and oppression in Korea which 
they regarded as their “rear.” Talking about “the 
Japanese and Koreans being one people” and 
“monogenism"” of the Japanese and Koreans, they 
hatched a plot for a wholesale arrest of pairiots in 
the homeland, further stepped up the exploitation of 
Korea's natural resources and subjected the Korean 
people to the horrors of the medieval darkness. 

The Japanese imperialists extended their evil claws 


even to the remote mountainous villages in the 
border regions. Most of the inhabitants of the Samsu 
and Kabsan regions were originally migrants from 
other parts of Korea. Exploitation by the imperialists 
and landlords compelled them to leave their native 
villages. They moved to these mountainous areas in 
the hope of opening up plots in the mountain. 

The Japanese imperialists felled timber, like bandits, 
in the virgin forests of Mt. Baikdoo, But they strictly 


prohibited the opening up of plots in mountain on 
the pretence of “protecting” forest. 

In those days, the mountain tillers, who had no 
clothes to wear, put flax bags around their loins even 
in winter days. 

It was in this very period that our partisan units, 
under the personal command of Marshal Kim |] Sung, 
advanced to the other side of the border line and in- 
flicted defeat after defeat upon the enemy with elu- 
sive movements and brilliant tactics. 

The inspiring happy news of the victorious opera- 
tions of our partisans profoundly stirred the hearts of 
the entire Korean people with new hope and excite- 
ment and instilled in them an eager desire to see as 


early as possible the anti-Japanese partisans march 
into the homelana. 
After we had moved to Changpai County, we 


sensed the breath of the mountains and rivers of the 
fatherland and eagerly looked forward to the day 
when we would be in its embrace. 

Prior to our march into the homeland, Marshal 


Kim Il Sung dispatched Comrades Kwon Yung Byuk ~ 


and Li Je Soon to make contact with Comrades Pak 
Dal and Pak Keum Chul and other staunch commun- 
ists in the homeland. In December 1936, Marsha! 
Kim Il Sung personally received Comrade Pak Dal at 
Samke of the Chiyangkai ravine and assigned him a 
mission. The Marshal explained to him the prospects 
of the Korean revolution and set forth before him the 
immediate line of struggle. 

Afterwards, Marshal Kim 1] Sung further elaborated 
the operations plan for advance into the homeland 
by the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army. 


Around May 25, 1937, Marshal Kim I] Sung receiv- 
ed Comrades Pak Dal and Pak Keum Chul in a 
mountain hide-out at Ertaokou near the Heishazukou 
secret camp. The Marshal told them that a war would 
break out before long between China and Japan and 
indicated the tasks to be carried out by the commun- 
ists in the homeland after the outbreak of the war. 
Furthermore, he instructed them to send a milifary 
map of Bochunbo and its vicinity, and to report on 
the situation and strength of the enemy in that area. 
This mission the two comrades carried out immedia- 
tely. 

Marshal Kim Il Sung drew up a detailed plan on 
the distance and time of our march, the targets and 
methods of attack, the formation of combat units, the 
organization of reconnaissance, the political work a- 
mong the masses and other problems, 

| heard from a comrade who was then an orderly 
that the lamp in the Marshal's quarter burnt all night 
for several nights. 

Finally, June 2, 
march—came. 


1937—the day of the. historic 
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An expeditionary 
picked from the 7th and 8th Regiments as well as 
from the Guard Company left the Heishazukou camp 


force of some 150 partisans 


under the direct command of Marshal Kim II Sung, 
and arrived the same day at the scheduled time at a 
village on the outskirts of Ershisantaokou. 

We were warmly welcomed by the villagers. We 
took a rest there that night, doing political work a- 
mong the villagers. 

Next morning we climbed a hill at Kooshiko! and 
from there viewed the blue water of the eternal Am- 
rok river and cloud-shrouded, magnificent mountains 
of the homeland. 

How dear the mountains and the water were! How- 
ever, at the thought that at that very moment too, the 
Japanese robbers were bleeding white our com- 
patriots and committing every kind of barbarism, we 
was filled with rage and clenched our fists. After - 
s nset we resumed our march under cover of night. 

We marched on_ silently, tense with excitement. 
When we arrived at the planned crossing point near 
a pool, where the flows of the Amrok and Kuousu 
rivers converge, we found Comrade Kim Hyung Keun 
and Kim Chi Keun were already preparing a raft 
bridge for us. 

Due to the heavy rainfall a few days before, the 
stream was swollen and swift. Despite this, however, 
the comrades, who had so eagerly waited for our 
march into the homeland, jumped into the torrent af 
the risk of their lives. They spanned the river with 
the raft. Comrade Chun Bong Soon, member of the 
Fatherland Restoration Association, who had already 
reconnoitered Bochunbo that day, led our way to 
Bochunbo. 


Thus we crossed the river with the assistance of 
the compatriots who came out so eagerly to help the 
partisans with their all. 

After we had crossed the river, Marshal Kim 
il Sung placed a section of the partisans in ambush 
near the crossing point to guard the raft-bridge and 
ensure our retreat. 

By the time all our units had climbed the Konjang- 
duk hill dawn was beginning to break. The Marshal 
issued an order to take a rest. Everyone lay down 
on his back, but no one seemed to feel tired. No 
one fell asleep. 

Morning came, our first morning in the homeland! 
The date was June 4. We looked around with in- 
expressible joy. Mt. Baikdoo towered imposingly into 
the hazy blue, bathed in the morning sunshine. 

“How beautiful! Magnificent!” 

Everyone talked in excited tones. Embraced in the 
bosom of the fatherland, we were filled with deep 
emotion. Some comrades walked about throwing their 
arms around the trees; others rolled on the grass, 


scooped up handfuls of earth, smelled it and rubbed 
their cheeks with it. 

After issuing a rest order for the men, the Marshal, 
far from taking a rest, busied himself in the elabora- 
tion of the plan of the coming operation. 

June 4 was market day on the eve of the festival 
on the fifth day of the tifth month of the lunar calen- 
dar. An atmosphere of bustle reigned the streets of 
Bochunbo from noon. 


Taking advantage of this, Marshal Kim Il Sung dis- 
patched a scouting party consisting of comrades Kim 
Hak Shil and Ma Dong Hi and others to the streets 
of Bochunbo. They disguised themselves as eqg-sel- 
lers or passers-by and walking up and down the 
streets successfully scouted the enemy movements in 
the town. 

Marshal Kim Il Sung made a close observation of 
the enemy's public offices through binoculars. In the 
afternoon he called a meeting of commanding per- 
sonnel in the forest of Konjangduk hiil and assigned 
combat missions to each unit: 

The unit led by Comrade Li Dong Hak was to af- 
tack the Forest Protection Office, the Township Office, 
the Agricultural Experiment Station and the Post Of- 
fice; 

The unit led by Comrade Oh Joong Heup would, 
with one machine gun, guard the road leading to 
Hesan and disrupt communication lines and cut off 
enemy reinforcement coming along this route; 

The unit led by Comrade Oh Baik Ryong was to 
attack the police sub-station and block the high-way 
leading to Moosan with two machine guns; 


The unit led by Comrade Kim Joo Hyun was. to 
distribute handbills and copies of the appeal and 
conduct propaganda work among the masses, and 
carry away the military supplies captured from the 
enemy; 

The commanding post was to be set up under the 
aspen tree standing by the Karim river. Attack would 
Start at ten o'clock in the evening. 

When the combat mission was assigned, all the 
partisans with high morale, made a firm resolve to 
defeat the enemy. They waited for the signal to start. 

Soon after the sunset, Marshal Kim I] Sung issued 
an order to move in toward the town, 


We descended the 
column 


Konjangduk hill in a single 
with a scout party at the head. Before long 
we arrived at the bank of the Karim river where 
stood a water mill. We crossed the river and, taking 
advantage of the roaring water at the mill, walked 
stealthily and swiftly towards our respective targets. 

Holding the machine gun firmly, | approached the 
police sub-station that looked down haughtily on the 
streets. | took a stealthy peep into the station through 


the back window. A couple of policemen were inter- 
rogating two innocent peasants. One policeman with 
a cudgel in his hand was standing beside the peas- 
ants and the other was arrogantly seated in a chair. 

it was at this moment that the report of a gun 
rang through the streets of Bochunbo, breaking the 
silence of the night. | pulled the trigger of the ma- 
chine gun trained on the heart of the enemy. 


One fellow fell to the floor with a piercing cry, 
and the lamp was smashed. With the machine gun 


_ resting on my lap | fired on. The other one tried to 


run away. 
Then we made a sally. 


A policeman who was hit in the arms stood shiver- 
ing in the pigsty lacking even the courage fo resist. 
After we had wiped out the enemy in the station, we 
captured a quantity of weapons and ammunition, in- 
cluding a light-machinegun (with an_ inscription: 
“Donated by the Women's National Defence Associa- 
tion), rifles and revolvers. 

Firing of guns could be heard in the vicinities of 
the Township Office, the Forest Protection Office, the 
Agricultural Experiment Station and the Post Office. 

of the Japanese imperialists which had 
Korean people white, were enveloped in 


The organs 
bled the 
flames. 

On that night most of the “dignitaries” of the town 
were gathered at a banquet at the home of the chief 
of the Forest Protection Office (a Japanese) in cele- 
bration of his transfer to a higher post. They were 
all killed. The gun roar of the anti-Japanese partisans 
which had shaken the streets of Bochunbo aroused 


‘the Korean people to new struggle. 


The streets awoke, breaking silence. Lit by the re- 
volutionary flames, the streets of Bochunbo were 4s 
bright as in daytime. 

The people—men and women, young and old— 
came out on the streets, shouting “Long live the in- 
dependence of Korea!” “Long live the Korean re- 
volution!" “Long live General Kim I] Sung!" With 
tears in their eyes they embraced the partisans. 

Thanks to the brilliant work of our propaganda 
workers, the ‘10-point Programme of the Fatherland 
Restoration Association,” the “Proclamation” and the 


“Appeal to the Korean People" were posted every- 


where in a few minutes. 


The “Proclamation” reads: 

“The most villainous bandits, Japanese imperialists, 
have occupied Korea. Through its coloniai domination 
by the Government-General for over twenty years, 
Japanese imperialism has been trampling down and 
massacring the Korean people. And the Korean peo- 
ple are robbed by it of all the property gotten by 
their sweat and blood, and are forced to lead 4 
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miserable life of colonial slavery. 
“Furthermore, the Japanese imperialists are trying

of the aggressive war against China. 

“The Korean nation is confronted with life or death 
struggle. The Korean People’s Revolutionary Army is 
waging a struggle to open the way out for the na- 
tion, bring a worthy life to the people, defeat Japa- 
nese imperialism and liberate the fatherland. 

“It is universally acknowledged that we have dealt 
fatal blows to the Japanese imperialist bandits in life 
and death struggle for the past six or seven years on 
the vast Manchurian plain. 

“Relying on the firm unity between the patriots in 
Korea and our ardent fighters, this Army has come on 
an expedition to the areas of North and South Ham- 
kyung Provinces afier crossing the Amrok and Tuman 
rivers, with the object of fighting the Government- 
General of Korea, the vampire that battens on the 
blood of the Korean people. 

“Long-suffering compatriots and brothers! Come out 
at once, unite around the united anti-Japanese na- 
tional front and respond to the partisan war of this 
Army by waging struggies of various forms! 

“Struggle on to smash the rule of Japanese imperi- 
alism at an early date and build a genuine chi 
ment of the Korean people!" 


This hearty and earnest appeal evoked both burn- 
ing patriotism and enmity among the people. That 
night propaganda workers pasted leaflets on walls, 
trees, fences, gates and on every telegraph-pole, 
climbing up on one another's shoulders when neces- 
sary. 

“General Kim Il Sung has come! Our army has ar- 
rived!" shouted the people thronging the street in 
front of the police sub-station. 

Warmly answering the cheers of the crowd, Marshal 
Kim Il Sung came out to the street and delivered a 
fiery speech. In his speech Marshal Kim II Sung ex- 
posed and branded the unparalleled ferocity of 
Japanese imperialism and called on the people to 
wage a resolute fight against the enemy firmly unit- 
ing all the anti-Japanese forces for the freedom and 
independence of Korea. 

This speech of the Marshal profoundly stirred the 
heart of the masses and instilled in them firm confi- 
dence of the freedom and liberation of the fatherland. 

When the people saw in person the Marshal, the 
hero and leader of the nation, whom they respected 
and loved so much, they were filled with boundless 
joy and emotion.

The bugle for the withdrawal of the units sounded. 
The people reluctant to part with us. They 
volunteered to carry the trophies. 

“Good-bye, fatherland) Good-bye, Bochunbo! The 
day will surely come when you are forever liberat- 
ed,'" pledged ail the partisans on the triumphal re- 
turn. They put in their knapsacks a handful of earth 
of the dear homeland. 

When we again came to the Amrok riverside the 
raft-bridge had already been prepared. The same 
comrades who had built the raft-bridge on our entry 
to the homeland were waiting for us. 

There at the riverside in the darkness, the Marshal 
manifested special care for everyone of us crossing 
the river. He was the last to cross the river. Such 
was the way he treasured and loved with paternal 
solicitude the men under his command, 

When the enemy military and police authorities re- 
ceived the report on the Bochunbo attack a few 
hours later, they held an emergency meeting. While 
hurriedly dispatching a police company commanded 
by police inspector Okawa to Bochunbo, tney sent 
out the police companies led by assistant police in- 
spectors Hirobashi and Imamura to Nongsan and Dok- 
san on the upper reaches of the Amrok. They also 
sent out the Hesan garrison commanded by Capt. 
Kurida and other “punitive detachments” {o Karimri. 
On the other hand, the Government-General, thrown 
into utter discomfiture by the report on the Bochunbo 
attack, summoned the heads of the military and police 
a frenzied attempt to work out emer-

authorities in 
gency measures. 

On the morning of June 5, the police company 
commanded by Okawa first crossed the river pursu- 
ing us. At that time Marshal Kim Il Sung decided to 
send back the more than 200 people who had follow- 
ed us carrying the booty. Marshal Kim Il Sung ad- 
vised them to take a hill path in another direction so 
that they might avoid an encounter with the chasing 
enemy. 

The Marshal made a farewell speech to the people 
who were so unwilling to part with us. In his speech 
he said that although we were withdrawing, the day 
was not far off when we would meet again, and that 
at home they should remain courageous to the last in 
the struggle against Japanese imperialism with firm 
faith in the future victory. 

Then the Marshal again thanked them for their as- 
sistance to the anti-Japanese partisans and even dis- 
tributed substantial sums of money among them. 

The enemy who had crossed the river was neither 
so brave as to continue his pursuit nor so daring as 
to violate the “order” of his superior by giving up 
the pursuit. Therefore, they organized a “‘suicidal

LI TAIK KI 


FOR THE FATHERLAND 


May-June 1953. 

Despite their repeated setbacks the American in- 
vaders and their South Korean puppet army were 
desperate. 

The U.S. imperialists who had launched the eggres- 
sive war in Korea three years before posed to 
stage landings on the east coast in front of Height 
351 and push up to Mt. Keumgang. Height 351 was, 
therefore, a very important point, Should they lose 
the height, they would have to retreat some 20 or 30 
ri, as back of the height was a plain area. 

Our side had to dislocate the enemy from this 
height to block the enemy's move. 

Indeed Height 351 was a strategically important 
position to our side as well as to the enemy. 

No sacrifice was too great for the enemy to keep 
the height. When Syngman Rhee's 5th division was 
crushed, his 15th division was sent in to hold this 
small height. More than that. For over two years the 
enemy had spared no efforts to fortify the height. 


Circular trenches were built and they were even 
covered with lids. On top of this, the height was 
tunnelled like an ant hill. In the trenches iron gates 
were installed to check the movements of even their 
own men. And every inch of the height was mined 
Or barbwired. No wonder Syngman Rhee’s defence 
Minister made this statement about Height 351: 


“We can surrender Seoul, but not this Height.” 

To them Height 351 was an “invincible fortress," 
a “steel wall.” 

But our men were burning with fighting spirit and 
hatred toward the enemy. They wanted to revenge. 
They were ready to dash up the height and wipe out 
the enemy. 


June 1, 1953. 


The night was pitch dark, 
On a nameless hill to the north of Height 351 men 


of the units of the Korean People’s Army held an 
open Party meeting. 

The enemy were only some 100 metres away. Our 
men knew that they would soon start an attack on the 
enemy. In the subterranean passage where the open 
Party meeting was held, every one could sense the 
tension and agitation. 

First the company commander spoke briefly, but 
firmly. Many speakers followed him. 

Squad leader Li Jung Soo took the floor. His re- 
marks were to the point. All he told the meeting 
was this: 

“Please assign the job to me. Let me place a flag 
of the D.P.R.K. on Height 351.” 

But the men refused to just sit and listen, Every- 
one spoke out. Assistant platoon leader Kim In Taik 
said, “Let me lead the shock group.” Private Kim 
Ryong Taik, squad leader Jang Han Jin, every one 
stood up to say that he wanted to go. 

Since everyone asked to be sent to take Height 
351, the meeting could not decide at first. In the 
end, however, it was decided to give the assignment 
to Li Jung Soo who spoke first. 

The time was 0050 hours. 


Suddenly over 130 of our heavy guns opened up, 
lighting the whole mountain. The entire region roared 
with the thunder of guns. 

Soon the guns were directed over Height 351. Pre- 
sently a voice was heard: 

“Two green signal shots!’ Then the battalion com- 
mander gave the order. 

“Charge!” 

At the order all fighters shot forward like an ar- 
row. 

Now the enemy went into action. They sent Out 2 
rain of shells, but our men dashed ahead. 

Our men advanced to a point some ten metres front 
the enemy’s communication trenches. Suddenly scores: 
of flare bombs lit up the sky. It seemed the sun had 
suddenly burst out at midnight, over the height, and 
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the enemy's heavy machine guns began to spit fire 
furiously. 

Kim In Taik who was crawling in the lead towards 
the enemy raised himself slightly and threw an_anti- 
tank hand-grenade. With a loud explosion the enemy 
gun position burst in flames. But the gun was not 
dead, soon it began firing again. 

Something had to be done right away. Kim In 
Taik jumped to his feet and ran towards the encmy’s 
gun at lightning speed, shouting: 

“Party members, Forward!" 

He blocked the enemy gun muzzle with his chest. 
Inspired greatly by the daring acts of Kim In Taik 
who opened the path for his comrades-in-arms with 
his young heart, members of the shock group continu- 
ed their advance. 

But there was another gun firing at our advancing 
men. 

Kim Ryong Taik who was crawling behind Li Jung 
Soo, the squad leader, raised himself in a 
rain of bullets to see where the enemy gun was lo- 
cated. His attention was attracted by the 
squad leader who was about to stand up despite the 
‘wound he had received in his left arm. 

Kim Ryong Taik said to himself: “No, he cannot 
do that. He has the job to plant the flag on the 
height.” 

Then he recalled Kim In Taik who silenced the 
enemy's gun with his chest. “Squad leader, place the 
flag on the height!" With these words Kim Ryong 
Taik ran and jumped on the enemy gun. Now the 
gun was silent. 

For the second time the path was opened, again 
at the price of blood of one of their comrades-in- 
arms. Members of the shock group dashed ahead like 
angry lions. 

They had gone ahead about 50 metres or so. There 
was another obstacle lying in their way. Barbed wire. 
And it was not an ordinary barbed wire either. Bar- 
bed-wire entanglements were so thickly set that it 
seemed they were in lumps. 

Li Jung Soo kept throwing hand-grenades at the 
barbed-wires but with little effect. The hand-grenades 
bounced back after hitting the wires exploding some 
distance away. He threw another hand-grenade, but 
the barbed-wire entanglements were still there. 

It was at such a moment that one of our men ran 
forward to throw himself over the barbed wire, He 
cried out: 

"Comrades, hurry. Use my back.” Who it was, no 
one knew at that moment. He was an unknown sol- 
dier then. But how many such unknown soldiers do 
we have! In later days it was learned that this man 
was Shim Jai Won, a Party member and a sapper. 

When this soldier paved the way with his body, 
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Li Jung Soo ran after this man to the barbed-wire en- 


tanglements, but hesitated a second, The soldier 
shouted: 

“There is no time to lose. Hurry! 

You have to place the flag on the height!" 

“Yes, | must!” 

Thus Jung Soo thought but his eyes swam with 
tears. He stepped over his friend, then other com- 
rades followed him. The enemy guns kept booming. 
Very often Jung Soo fell at the impact of explosion, 
but he raised himself and kept moving steadily carry- 
ing the flag with him. 

At last a flag of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea flew on the height. Shouts of joy went up! 
“Hurrah!" “Hurrah!” 

Every valley echoed with the joyous shouts of our 
men. Now the height was in our hands. The heroic 
men of the Korean People’s Army taking only 17 
minutes dislodged the enemy from their “invincible” 
height, Height 351. 


DEFEND THE FATHERLAND WITH BLOOD 


Once they were driven off the height, the enemy 
became more desperate. 

It seemed they were concentrating everything they 
had on Height 351. Heavy guns boomed, The sky was 
covered with the enemy planes totalling 300-400. 
Then from the sea enemy ships—battle ships, cruisers, 
even aircraft carriers—kept pounding at our position 
on the hill. 


Every day the enemy poured no less than 20,000 
bombs and shells on this small hill. Then one wave 
of the puppet army men after another was sent out 
to climb up the height. 

On the height Kim Woo Jin and his company were 
fighting back the enemy. 

But the enemy were stubborn. Despite the blood 
bath that our men gave, the enemy kept coming. 

That day too, Kim Woo Jin and his men for the 
eleventh time stopped the on-coming enemy. But the 
situation became very critical. They used up all their 
ammunition! There were hardly any hand-grenade left. 
Even if they had ammunition their guns would not 
work. The whole height was shelled constantly. Every 
thing, even the rocks were powdered, Dust was piled 
knee-high. Under the circumstances no matter how 
often they cleaned their guns, after a few shots the 
gun's firing pin would not work, clogged with dust 
again. 

That was nof all. 

For two days our men had nothing to eat. Not 
even a drop of water. But their spirits were high.

Even after we captured the height, some of the 
enemy hid themselves in the “secret tunne!." Our 
men knew they had to seek out the “secret tunnel” 
and wipe out the enemy as they gave our men con- 
siderable trouble. 

At last, on June 4, the third day of fierce battles, 
our men located the whereabouts of this “secret 
funnel." Who would crush it? Every one of Our men 
volunteered to do the job. In the end Jo Shin Hyung, 
the assistant platoon leader, and three others—all were 
veterans—were picked for the demolition party. 

But there was a young soldier named Paik Woon 
Sung who had joined the army only three months 
ago. He asked the company commander to be sent 
with them to demolish the tunnel. 

Woon Sung was a lad of eighteen years. For his 
age he was very short, so Li Sang Woon, the beard- 
ed joker, used to call the lad “mama's baby!" Then 
Paik Woon Sung would retort: 

“1 would not grow no matter how much mama fed 
me. So | figured army life would do it for me.” 

Paik Woon Sung was liked by everyone. When he 
asked the company commander he was dead serious. 
And he would not take “no” for an answer. In the 
end the company commander yielded and made him 
a@ member of the demolition party. 

As the company commander saw the demolition 
party going, he asked Jo Shin Hyung to “take good 
care of Woon Sung.” 


The enemy's tunnel was far more secure than ex- 
pected. Then a heavy machine-gun kept firing at the 
entrance towards our demolition party. There was 
little our men could do, it seemed. But our men knew 
unless the tunnel was crushed it would be very diffi- 
cult for us to keep the height. 

Jo Shin Hyung was about to dash towards the en- 
trance of the tunnel, when Paik Woon Sung grabbed 
him. 

“Nol You cannot do that. The platoon leader is not 
with us, and if you are gone who would lead this 
party? You give the enemy the hell for me too..." 

With these words, before anyone could stop him 
he ran straight to the enemy's gun position. A lad of 


‘eighteen blew up the enemy's secret tunnel] with his 


body... 
The enemy grew desperate in their effort to retake 


the height. 

Repeatedly formations of enemy planes appeared 
overhead while from the sea the enemy ships re- 
sumed bombardment. The whole height seemed to 
be rocking with explosions. It was wrapped in thick, 
black smoke. 

When there was a lull, the enemy infantry started 
to climb up the hill again, in battalion strength, The 
enemy were approaching—fifty metres, forty metres. 
Jo Shin Hyung who had already knocked out some 
100 enemy soldiers called out: 

“You devils. Keep coming in battalions, in regi-

ments or in divisions, as you wish.” 

The company commander gave the order: “Charge!” 

Jo Shin Hyung, Jo Soo Hwan, Baik Keun Ik, Li Sang 
Woon and others with fixed bayonets jumped into the 
enemy columns. A_ hand-to-hand fight ensued, Our 
men felled the enemy soldiers with gun butts and 
bayonets. Everyone on the height came out to re- 
pulse the enemy, exhibiting mass heroism. 

Choi Soo Bong, a signal man, covered a wireless 
set with his body when a bomb exploded near him. 
And the contact with the headquarters was maintained 
without interruption. 

Another _ signal man Youn Yong Jin kept the tele- 
phone line open. (For 14 days he had fixed some 
8,000 breaks.) Through the line there came an order 
from the headquarters to pound at the fleeing enemy. 
Immediately our 82-mm mortars began to open fire at 
the enemy. 

One day Pak Sang Woon was wounded in both 
eyes in the battle that they had waged to repulse 
the enemy for the nineth time on that day. The com- 
pany commander ordered him to be transferred to the 
rear. But Pak would not go. He wanted to remain 
with his comrades on the height. He cleaned guns, 
or fixed the hand-grenades for others. He did every- 
thing to 
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scouting party” which gaspingly climbed Mt. Kooshi 
with iwo machine-gunners at the head. 

Having occupied favourable positions on the ridce 
and fully prepared for combat, our partisans dealt a 
telling blow to the enemy. On that day, several 
scores of the enemy police including police inspector 
Okawa were killed or wounded in action. The enemy 
fled leaving behind one light machine-gun, grenade- 
throwers, many rifles and a quantity of war materials. 
Thus the enemy again suffered an ignominious defeat. 

Thus the anti-Japanese partisans successfully carried 
out their plan for the historic march into the home- 
land in June 1937, and made a triumphal return to 
the Heisiatzukou secret camp. 
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help his comrades-in-arms, Indeed, every-. 


one’s heart was filled with steel-like firmness, They 
would do anything if it was for the Party and the 
country. They were ready to go through anything, 
they would give even their lives. Their hearts were 
pulsating with the blood of the anti-Japanese Parti- 
sans whose patriotism knew no end. What enemy can 


hold his ground where these revolutionary fighters 
are defending? 
When Syngman Rhee’s 15th division was wiped 


out, the enemy sent in the 21st division, For some 50 
days, under the cover of planes and sea bombard- 
ment the enemy tried to dislocate us from the height, 
only to lose some 8,500 men. Our men on Height 351 
heroically defended the hill. 


Fourteen fighters on Height 351—Kim In Taik, Kim ; 


Ryong Taik, Pak Hyun Jong and others—were de- 
corated with the title of Hero of the D.P.R.K. 

These were not the only Heroes, however, Every- 
one who defended this height was a hero. 

The Korean people remember how the fighters on 
the height drove back the enemy and defended their 
land. 

The U.S. imperialists should learn a lesson from the 
Korean war. If they dare commit aggression again 
they will suffer far more than they did on Height 351. 
It will be fatal for them. 


Some twenty years have passed since then. But the 
reminiscences of the battle 
hearts of the Korean people with deep emotion. 

It is because the battle of Bochunbo enkindled 4 
powerful revolutionary flame in the hearts of the Ko- 
rean people in the grimmest and most critical days of 
the nation, because it left immortal stories of heroism 
that will go down in history.

HIS year 200,000 flats are to be constructed in 
towns and the countryside of our country, This 
proceeds from the consistent stand of the Workers’ 


_ Party of Korea which regards the promotion of weil- 


being of the people as its supreme principle. Especi- 
ally the implementation of this task is of weighty 
significance in fulfilling the central task of the first 
three years of the Seven-Year National Economy Plan. 
During the three years the people's living is to be 
improved decisively. 

Under the colonial rule of the Japanese imperialists 
the Korean people lived only in shabby huts, But 
even these huts were burnt down in the three-year 
long Korean war. Therefore, as the post-war econo- 
mic rehabilitation started the Workers' Party cf Korea 
directed profound attention to full-scale housing con- 
Struction in town and countryside. During the past 
seven years alone dwelling houses of 24,650,000 
square metres were built. Pyongyang has risen as a 
Magnificent modern democratic capital, and many new 
towns have appeared on the war ruins. In the coun- 
fryside modern farm houses are replacing the shab-

built each in urban and rural areas. 

When’ this task is completed, more than 48 per | 
cent of the entire families of the country will be pro- 
vided with new living quarters. It would mean by 
1967 no less than 72 per cent of the entire families 
of our country will have been housed in new flats in 
the post-war years. Hence the significance of the 
height of 200,000 fiats. This year 200,000 flats will be 
built, that is, houses for 16 per cent of the total fami- 
lies in the country. , 

Especially 100,000 out of 200,000 houses will be 
built in the countryside. 

200,000 flats—this is an immense and difficuly task. 

100,000 houses for urban population would mean 
an increase of 66 per cent over last year's results in 
housing construction. In the countryside 100,000 
houses would mean a 40 per cent increase over the 
tota! floor space of dwelling houses built during the 
past eight years after the war. 

The country is fully prepared to scale the height of 
200,000 flats: a powerful material and technical foun- 
dation was laid thanks to the correct policy of the 
Party and our constructors accumulated much experi- 
ence. 

Since the post-war urban and rural construction 
started, our Party has strictly adhered to the line of 
putting construction on an industrial footing in order 
to heal the war wounds in the earliest time possible 
and build dwelling houses faster, better, and with 
less funds. To this end, standardized pre-fab parts 
and standardized designs were called for. And big- 
scale pre-fab parts factories were built. Then our 
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hard to speed up the construction 


powerful machine-building industry which came into 
being thanks to the correct economic policy of the 
Party produced large quantities of tower cranes and 


various other construction machines for the construc- 
tion sites. In this way the ratio of mechanization in 
construction went up. In 1960 the ratio of precast 


construction held 60 per cent in housing construction, 
and there were over 270 building parts and materials 
factories. 

On the construction sites nearly 90 per cent of 
vertical conveyance and over 70 per cent of concrete 


mixing work were done by machines. 

Thanks to such firm material and technical founda- 
tion our constructors could build big modern towns 
on the war ruins in a short space of time after the 
war. The world’s biggest vinalon factory was built in 
slightly over a year and blast furnace No. 2 of the 
Hwanghai Iron Works in only six months. 

Another important factor in scaling the height of 
200,000 flats this year is fervent enthusiasm and inex- 
haustible creativeness of builders who are determined 
to carry out their assignments without fail. 

At the beginning of this year the Yoon Byung 
Kwon youth brigade members, west district public 
buildings construction frust, Pyongyang, suggested @ 
movement for four flats per constructor this year and 
challenged the entire housing builders to an 
emulation drive. The country's constructors responded 
most enthusiastically, and now this movement ts on in 
the urban and rural areas, registering ‘innovations in 
censtruction. 

The height of 200,000 flats is being successfully oc- 
cupied thanks to the powerful material and technica! 
foundation and the creative struggle of the workers. 

As of the end of March work was in progress on 
more than 16,000 flats in Pyongyang, Chungjin, Ham- 
heung, Nampo, Shinuijoo, Wonsan, Kangge and other 
cities. In Pyongyang already 3,500 flats were compleft- 
ed by April 10. 

In the countryside over 12,000 dwelling houses 
were under construction by April 15. 

This year the building workers of our country will 
construct both town and countryside more beautifully 
and more grandly by carrying out successfully the 
task of housing construction assigned to them.

OME TIME ago the members of 

the Yoon Byung Kwon youth 
workteam of the Public Buildings 
Construction Trust of the West Dis- 
frict of Pyongyang challenged the 
entire builders of the country to a 
movement for “four flats per con- 
structor.” They resolved that each 
constructor should build four flats 
a year. 

Responding to this challenge, the 
builders of the country are waging

The members of the Yoon Byung 
Kwon brigade, living up to their 
pledge, completed the assembling 
job of 100 flats in only fourteen 
days in March, by organizing their 
work in a most rational way. This 
figure shows that each builder built 
not 4 flats but 4.6 flats. When the 
country was under Japanese rule 20 
builders spent one year to build 4 
house. Now this level is surpassed 
92 times. Compared with last year 
the construction speed has been ac- 
celerated four times. 


The builders owe their success to 
the strict adherence to the Party 
policy on construction. The Party 
has asked for planned and normaliz- 
"ed way of construction, standardi- 
zation of designs, industrial produc- 
tion of parts, more pre-fab method. 
Young builders worked under a well 
thought-out plan. Then they reor- 
ganized their work system into the 
most rational one meeting every 
condition.

corrected the work went on in good 
order from laying foundations fo as- 
sembling and finishing. Then at each 
stage it was possible to concen- 
trate specialists on the job. Besides, 
tower cranes and other equipment 
were fully utilized on each con- 
struction site. Then the supply of 
parts and so forth was simplified 
and ran more smoothly. At the same 
time much labour was saved, Yet 
work results went up. More, as the 
workteams were reorganized accord- 
ing to technique and specialization, 
the rate of pre-fab method in con- 
struction hit a new high, from 85 to 
95 per cent. 


More, builders came forward with 
many suggestions and new ideas.

Outstanding Scientific Exploits 
in Development of Modern 
Microbiology 


Another outstanding success was 
made recently in the field of medi- 
cal science of our country which is 
rapidly developing thanks to the 
correct policy of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea on science and pub- 
lic health. 

The Virus Research Institute 
headed by Master of Science (Me- 
dicine) An Hyung Keun of ihe 
Microbiological Chair of the Pyong- 
yang Medical College has succeed- 
ed in finding a way for protecting 
mankind from influenza by use of 
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symbiont. 

Upholding the instructions of the 
Party on establishing subjecthood 
in scientific research and firmly ad- 
hering to the principles of materi- 
alistic dialectical method, the only 
correct method . in scientific re- 
search, Master of Science An Hyung 
Keun directed attention fo the fact 
that pathogenic organ alone does 
not cause disease but in close re- 
lation with other microbes, and con- 
sidered it right to observe not only 
infection but also immunity and 


other phenomenon from this point 
of view. 

Proceeding from such viewpoint, 
the research collective started with 
observing in diverse ways the mi- 
croflora of the cases of influenza, 
measles, diphtheria, pneumonia, 
scarlet fever and other epidemic 
diseases. 

For this, they used various kinds 
of culture medium, particularly, ori- 
ginal culture mediums for detection 
of their own make. 

In the course of testing the dis- 
tribution of microbes in the throats 
of influenza A2 sufferers, they noted 
that 73 per cent of influenza cases 
had, along with influenza virus, pro- 
actinomyces albus (they named it 
proactinomyces albus Pyongyang A). 

But they could get proactinomy- 
ces albus only from the influenza 
sufferers and not from the measles, 
pneumonia, diphtheria, scarlet fever 
and other epidemic cases and 
healthy persons. It was found out 
that the frequency of detecting pro- 
actinomyces albus in the throat of 
influenza case is the highest at the 
initial stage of disease and then 
gradually diminishes in accordance 
with recovery. 

This serves to show that the pro- 
a tinomyces albus has close rela- 
tions with influenza virus, They also 
found out that the virulence is 
much stronger at the time of mixed 
infection with proactinomyces than 
at the time of single infection of 
virus. 

However, the single infection of 
proactinomyces did not cause any 
disease. 

On the basis of such experimen- 
tal data, the research collective 
scientifically proved that symbiotic 
with influenza virus, proactinomyces 
albus plays a synergetic role in 
causing influenza. 

The research staff members found 
that proactinomyces albus vaccine 
has a strong immunogenic effect on 
virus A, Ai, A2 and B and, parti- 
cularly, creates firm immunity @- 
gainst the A group. 


To confirm the immunogenic ef- 
fect of vaccine they conducted ex- 
periments on themselves. 


Seventeen research workers in- 
fected themselves with virulent in- 
fluenza virus A2 after vaccination. 
But none of them caught influenza. 

These results of experiments 
showed that the proactinomyces 
albus vaccine has high immunogenic 
effect against virus A, Af, and A2 
and it has the same effect against 
virus B, too. 

In the course of this research 
Master of Science An Hyung Keun 
and his’ research collective have 


also succeeded in singling out from _ 


the case of influenza B proactino- 
myces albus Pyongyang B, which 
differs from proactinomyces Pyong- 
yang A in the morphological and 
bio-chemical nature. 

It has been confirmed that proac- 
tinomyces albus Pyongyang B can 
highly immunize virus B. 


They have made it possible de- 
cisively to prevent A group and B 
group — the main target in the 
battle against influenza — by dis- 
covering the proactinomyces albus 
Pyongyang A and Pyongyang B. 

In the course of this research 
Master of Science An Hyung Keun 
and his research collective have 
arrived at the firm ‘conclusion that 
the commensality of proactinomyces 
albus Pyongyang A and Pyongyang 
B with influenza virus is the cause 
of the case of influenza and inat 
proactinomyces albus 
antigenic nature with influenza virus 
and immunizes influenza.

In particular, the proactinomyces 
elbus vaccine produced by them is 
harmless to the human body and 
can be produced in a large quanti- 
ty by a simple method and its pro- 
Phylactic effect is much higher than 
Virus Therefore, it is of 
great significance for the public 
health work.

Budgets under Two 
Differing Systems 


JO YUNG JOON 


The tenth session of the Second Supreme 
People’s Assembly opened in April this year. The 
agenda items included: the result of the fulfilment 
of the state budget for 1961 and the draft state 
budget for 1962. 

Characteristics of the state budget of our 
country—soundness, self-reliance and popular 
characters—are to be seen clearly in the result 
of the fulfilment of the state budget for last 
year and in this year’s budget. 

In 1961 the total state revenue amounted to 
2,400 million won and the expenditure 2,338 
million won. Thus there was a_ surplus of 62 
million won. Out of the state revenue 97.9 per 
cent came from the socialist economy. The taxes 
from the citizens held no more than 2.1 per cent 
of the revenue. . 

Last year the outlay of the state budget in- 
creased to 118.8 per cent as against 1960, 
94.4 per cent of which was appropriated for 
the development of the national economy and for 
social and cultural services. 

Such popular character is also to be noted in 
the draft budget for 1962. 

But the “budget’’ of the South Korean mili- 
tary fascist regime which serves’ the colonial 
predatory policy of the U.S. imperialists is 
from beginning to end of appendant, predatory 
and anti-popular character. 

The budgets of North and South Korea for 
1962 reveal a sharp contrast. 


SOURCE OF BUDGETARY REVENUE 
The state budget of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea for 1962 predicts that the 


revenue will amount to 2,817 million won and 
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the expenditure, 2,811 million won, that is, there 
will be a surplus of 6 million won. 

With the foundation of the _ self-dependent 
national economy firmly laid in the North, the 
sources of the state revenue have become more 
stable than as ever before and the socialist 
enterprises have been consolidated. As _ produc- 
tion goes up the revenue increases year after 
year. : 
With the sharp increase of the national income, 
this year’s state budgetary revenue shows an in- 
crease of 17.4 per cent as against 1961 and 
13.5 times compared with 1949. This means 
that the total sum of fund equivalent to what 
the North spent during the first nine years follow- 
ing the liberation could be accumulated in a 
single year. 

It is expected that this year industrial and 
agricultural production will grow rapidly, labour 
productivity rise markedly and the production 
ard construction cost will decrease’ systematically. 
Accordingly the state enterprises and_ state 
economic organs will have a greater accumula- 
tion of funds this year, an increase of 37.3 per 
cent compared with last year. 

The 1962 budget of the D.P.R.K. is charac- 
terized by the rapid increase of local budgets. 

It is expected that the local budgets for this 
year will account for 1,492 million won, an in- 
crease of 41.4 per cent’ over last year. This 
bespeaks the ever increasing role of local in- 
dustry, which is being reequipped technically, in 
the state budget. 

In this year’s budget the revenue from the 
socialist economy will increase to 117.5 per cent 
as against that of last year and it will occupy 
98 per cent of the total state budgetary revenue. 


_ Taxes from the population will cover no more 

than two per cent of the state budget. Even that 
‘will be completely liquidated in the near future. 

This bespeaks how sound the state budget of 
the Republic is. It is conceivable only under the 
socialist system where the people have became 
masters of the country. It can be realized only 
by the popular policy of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea and the government of the Republic. 

In sharp contrast to this, the “budget’’ of the 
South Korean military “regime” which is drawn 
up to serve the colonial policy of the U.S. impe- 
rialists is based on the ruthless plunder of the 
people. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique has expanded the 
scale of this year’s budget to 689,100 million 
hwan following the aggressive war policy of U.S. 
imperialism. As their ‘budget’? becomes larger, 
heavier financial burdens falls on the people of 
South Korea. 

- Monopoly profit and tax levies increased from 
204,800 million hwan last year to 253,200 mil- 
lion hwan this year. Here, too, the people will 
have to pay 48,400 million hwan more than last 
year. 

When the 17,500 million hwan — the sums 
_ which will be collected as taxes on _ land, 
automobile, entertainment—is added to the local 
budget this year, the people’s tax burdens will 
grow heavier by 65,900 million hwan (32 per 
- cent) more than last year. 

In a most cunning way the military fascist 
_ Clique shift all these burdens to the South Korean 
_ working people. 


_ Under the new tax law the share of indirect 
_ taxes in the total amount of tax income will be 
_ as great as 70 per cent due to the wholesale in- 
crease in the indirect tax. 
The military fascist regime considerablv 
_ lightened the tax burdens of landlords and com- 
_  prador capitalists, while imposing unprecedent- 
' edly heavy taxes upon the working masses. The 
_ new tax law exempted from taxation the interest 
On savings and the emergency funds of enter- 
prises. Then corporation taxes on foreign trade 
and ammunition industry are halved, most of 
Which belongs to comprador capitalists, 

The budget of the South Korean military 
Tegime is not only a predatory one but a budget 
_ With a great deficit. It is a budget which the 
_ South Korean military rulers can never fulfik 
‘Floating “national bonds” and with loans”, 
a they hope to cover 37,500 million hwan in the 
“general account’’ alone. 


Industry and agriculture have been severely 


damaged and the people’s living is deteriorated 
beyond description, with the result that the 
financial crisis has become all the more acute. 
Under the circumstances the scale of financial 
deficit will become bigger and, consequently, 
South Korea’s budget will never be executed. 

The military regime carries a debt of no less 
than 460,000 million hwan which it took over 
from Chang Myun. Then in the first nine months 
last year the deficit increased by 67,000 million 
hwan. 

The military regime sought to avert this 
financial crisis with the help of the U.S. “aid” 
but in this year’s budget it failed to receive any 
assurance from the U.S. imperialists as to how 
much ‘“‘counterpart fund’ the South Korean 
militarists can expect from the U.S. 

To fill up the growing deficit the military 
ruling circles are set to squeeze the people more. 
But the people’s living has hit the rock-bottom, 
and no matter how often the militarists squeeze 
the people nothing comes out. 


The Pak Jung Hi clique are vainly trying to 
make up for the increasing military and police 
spending with the overissue of inconvertible 
notes. However, all this will bring a worse in- 
flation and economic chaos and the people’s plight 
will be more and more aggravated. 


BUDGETARY EXPENDITURE 


The state budgetary expenditure of the 
D.P.R.K. for this year is 20.2 per cent greater — 
than in last year. It is earmarked exclusively for: 
peaceful construction and the people’s living. 

The bulk of the state budgetary expenditure — 
of the D.P.R.K., to be exact 89.7 per cent, was 
appropriated for the development of the national™ 
economy and social and cultural services. 


Especially the scale of expenditure for the 
development of the national economy will 
markedly grow. Funds for capital construction 


will be rmarked mainly for productive con- 
struction and housing construction connected with 
the six heights, this year’s targets for the coun- 
try: 5 million tons of grain, 250 million meters 
of fabrics, 800,000 tons of marine products, 
200,000 flats, 1,200,000 tons of steel, 15 million 
tons of coal. 

This year heavy and light industrial enterprises 
will be newly built or expanded and greater 
funds are appropriated for the development of 
agriculture and the fishing industry as well as for 
housing construction. 
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In strict adherence to the policy of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea on correctly adjusting the balance 
between accumulation and consumption, constant 
increase of accumulation and appropriation of 
greater part of the national income to consump- 
tion, the 1962 budget foresees that 625 million 
won will be spent for satisfying the growing 
sccial and cultural demands of the people, a 26 
per cent increase over last year, or 17 times as 
against the pre-war year of 1949. 

The greater part of the expenditure for social 
and cultural services will go to the construction 
and expansion of educational and cultural estab- 


lishments—schools at all levels, laboratories, 
dormitories, theatres, cinemas, therapeutic and 
anti-epidemic establishments, day nurseries, 


kindergartens, rest homes, sanatoria, etc. This 
will further step up the preparatory work 
for the compulsory nine-year technical education. 
153 higher technical schools and 11 institutions 
of higher learning will be newly added. Some 
2,820,000 students at all levels will be able to 
study at state expense. 


While the expenditure for the development of 
the national economy and social and cultural 
Services increases systematically, money needed 
for the upkeep of government organs decreases 
year by year. It calls for no more than 2.8 per 


cent of the state budgetary expenditure in the 


1962 budget. 

All this is a clear manifestation of great 
superiority of the triumphant socialist system in 
the northern part of the Republic and of the 
popular policy of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
and the government of the Republic that direct 
consistent and warm concern to the promotion of 
the wellbeing of the working people. 


However, the bulk of the budgetary expendi- 
ture of the South Korean military regime goes 
to military expense and upkeep of administrative 
organs. 


Encouraged by the ‘promise’ of “big U.S. 
military aid,’ the military rulers are intensifying 
war preparations and aggravating tension as bid- 
den by the U.S. imperialists who are set to 
strengthen the aggressive ‘‘anti-communist”’ 
system in the Far East. At the same time the 
military fascists are strengthening further the 
military fascist rule with a view to freeing them- 
selves from the state of deep political unrest 
and chaining the South Korean people to 
fascism.

Furthermore, this year’s budget of the South 
Korean military regime foresees a large spending 
and big loans from foreign countries to pave the 
way for strengthening further the military poten- 
tials under the signboard of “five-year economic 
reconstruction plan’? and inviting foreign mono- 
poly capital to South Korea. 

In this way they use the lion’s share of the 
budget for aggression and plunder while earmark- 
ing an insignificant sum for the national industry 
and the people’s living. 

For instance the budget of “‘the Department of — 
Public Health and Social Affairs’’ was drastically 
cut from 25.7 Dillion hwan last year to 12.1 
billion hwan this year. © 


As is shown above, two diametrically different 
realities existing in North and South Korea are 
reflected in the budgets. 

Facts show the South Korean people can be

A Visit to Pyongyang Primary Institute 


CHANG SUK HOON 


The Taidong River winds around a hiliock 
where apricot and cherry blossoms were in full 
bloom. Merry songs of happy boys and girls 
floated down from the hillock. White buildings 
could be seen on the top of the hill. These were 
the buildings of the Pyongyang Primary Institute. 
The boys and girls were singing: 

“The sky is blue and my heart is joyous. 

Ring out, my accordion, ring out. 

People live harmoniously, 

Immensely good is my country. 

Our father is Marshal Kim Il Sung, 

Our home is the bosom of the Party, 

We’re all brothers and sisters. 

“We envy no one, envy no one.” 

As we entered the wide playground we saw 


boys and girls in brand-new summer clothes 
playing here and there. As soon as they noticed 
us, they saluted us. Every face iooked so healthy. 
Their eyes were bright and cheerful. On the 
front of the three-storied building hung block 
letters which read: 
“Let’s become 
Kim I] Sung!” 
We met schoolmaster Jung Bai Ryul, who said: 
‘“‘All the boys and girls here are orphans. They 
lost their parents during the Fatherland Libera- 
tion War. The barbarous atrocities of the enemy 
killed them. But, our Party became father and 
mother to the orphans, even during the difficu't 
war time. We have up to third year of a junior 
middle course here. When these children graduate 


fighters, faithful to Marshal 
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from our school, they can go to higher schools 
or take up a job at their wish. 

“Many of our’ graduates are studying at 
technical schools or have become reliable social- 
ist builders.” 


He led us to the physical laboratory. The lab 
appeared to be well furnished with various in- 
struments and apparatus. We saw third year 
pupils doing experiment on electricity. The in- 
stitute was well equipped: there were room for 
the study of the history of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea, biological and chemical laboratories 
and a music room. The institute also had work- 
shops and a farm to give the pupils a technical 
education. Many beautiful water-colours, photos 
and the wall newspapers written by the pupils 
hung on the walls of the corridor, We met 
teacher Pak Hye Sook in the corridor. 


“Like all other teachers of our school I am 
doing my utmost to make my pupils proficient in 
all subjects. I teach the second class of the first 
year of the middle course. 94 per cent of the 


pupils got good or excellent marks last term.” 


She added that the teachers here lived with the 
pupils to give parental care to them. This also 
helps the teachers know the children better and 
teach better. 


We visited the dormitory. Every room had 
pienty of sunshine. Everything was _ spick-and- 
span.

young woman doctor greeted us. This is what she 
told us: 


“As you see, we have many beds and plenty 
of medicine. We are very happy they are not 
much in demand because our pupils are all so 
healthy. We direct our main effort toward preven- 
tion of diseases and promotion of health.” 

The dispensary had a file on the health condi- 
tions of every pupil. 

Pupils are given free of charge clothes, under- 
wear, footwear and hosiery and school supplies. 
Highly nutritive meals are served to the pupils 
every day. The institute had all facilities for the ° 


pupils—bath-houses, a _ barber's, a laundry, a 
sewing room, etc, 

We were led to the room 

where the four sisters Choi 


Yung Ok, Choi Yung Sook, 
Choi Yung Shil, Choi Yung Hi 
were. 

Until two vears ago they 
were in an ordinary -school in 
Pyongyang. Their father was 
killed by the enemy’s indiscri- 
minete bombing during the war 
and then their mother died of 
some illness. Their mother had 
worked in a_ food processing 
factory. When she died the fac- 
tory sent a young woman to 
look after the children. But soon 
after this woman moved to 
Wonsan with her demobilized 
husband. The youngest girl went 
witn them. Now three _ sisters 
were left alone but they con- 
tinued their schooling. Their

One day in the spring, when 
Choi Yung Ok and some of her 
friends were playing in a park,

NEW POWER-STATIONS HERE AND THERE 


It is our Party line to develop electric industry 
ahead of all other fields, and power stations are 
being constructed in many parts of the country. 
The Youth Hydro-power Station in Kangge will 
have a generating capacity of 246,000 kw and

it is expected this station will be commissioned 
next year. Then hydro-power stations are being 
constructed in Woonbong, Sudoosoo, Pooryung, 
and Naijoongri. Within this year plant No.l 
of the Kangge Youth Hydro-power station with 2 
capacity of 150,000 kw will start operation. 


Now a 400,000 kw thermo-power station is 
under construction in Pyongyang. The builders 
are determined to have a 50,000 kw generator 
commissioned by the end of this year. This 
thermo-power station will contribute greatly to 
reinforcing the power base of the country. 


All in all this year additional 400,000 kw of 
electricity will be generated by these large- 
scale hydro- and thermo-power stations. Besides, 
at present 117 medium- and small-size power 
stations are being built in the country. 


FUEL BASE EXPANDS 


More than two million tons of coal is expected 
from the Shinchang Coal Mine this year, and the 
miners are to turnnel 6,000 meters and build 
permanent pits of some 3,500 meters in total 


length. 

The Aoji, Anjoo, Ryongdeung and Kowon coal 
mines are also to turn out more than one million 
tons of coal each this year. Then the Kokunwon 
and Kocham coal mines are pledged to raise their 
capacities to the level of one million tons a 
year. 

New innovations are registered in pit con- 
struction. Particularly notable were the successes 
attained by the constructors of the big vertical 
pit of the Aoji Coal Mine, who opened two ver- 
tical pits in two months. 

Along with this, two building block yards, 
each with a capacity of 40,000 cubic meters, in 
the northern and western regions respectively 
are being built in order to turn out blocks need- 
ed for pit construction. Then many coal mines 
are taking steps for producing construction parts. 


MORE IRON, MORE STEEL 


A new big seamless tube shop with an annual 
capacity of 50,000 tons is being constructed at 
the Kangsun Steel Works. 

The work began in October last year, and by 
this March 60 per cent of it was done. 

A new steel shop will be added to the Kim 
Chaik Iron Works which will be the country’s 


biggest combined metallurgical factory with a 
yearly capacity of 3 million tons of steel within 
the coming ten years. A big blooming shop 
which will have an annual capacity of 400,000 - 
tons and thin plate rolling shop are being 
built at the Hwanghai Iron Works, a medi- 
um-thick plate rolling shop, at the Sungjin Steel 
Works and a non-ferrous rolling shop at the 
Nampo Smeltery. With these new shops the 
capacity of steel-making and rolling will increase 
and the range of steel products be widened. ~ 
Moreover, output of double-processed products 
will grow markedly. 


To raise the utility rate of the existing metal- 
lurgical equipment capital construction is being 
pushed ahead. At the Kim Chaik Iron Works con- 
struction of a new ball iron shop is nearing com- 
pletion. The new shop will have an annual capa- 
city of 500,000 tons and it will contribute great- 
ly to reducing the co-efficient of volume of the 
blast furnace and the consumption norm of cok- 
ing coal per ton in smelting pig iron. A screening 
centre is being built at the Hwanghai Iron Works. 


To meet the ever growing needs for ore in 


metal-working factories more ore-dressing centres, 
ore depots are built and mine-car lines are laid 
in many mines. In the Moosan Mine a new 
3,000-metre long car-line is laid and the ore- 
dressing centre and RM shop are being expanded. 
This year this mine will increase the output of 
iron ore 1.5 times that of last year. 


MACHINE-BUILDING INDUSTRY 


The Seven-Year Plan is a. plan of over-all 
technical revolution. Consequently it calls for a 
speedy development of machine-building industry. 
Mechanization, automation, electrification and 
widespread application of chemicals depend in 
the final analysis upon the development of 
machine-building industry. 


Today the country’s machine-building - industry 
satisfies more fully the demands of the national 
economy for heavy industrial equipment such as 
mining machines, metallurgical and chemical 
equipment, electric apparatuses as well as various 
light industrial equipment, construction machines 
and transport facilities. Also tractors and farm 
machines, ships and fishing tackle are turned out 
in great numbers to mechanize agriculture and 
fishing industry. 


Capital construction is being pushed ahead to 
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expand the machine 
technical equipment. 


A machine shop is being added to the Ryong- 
sung Machine Factory, a stamping shop to the 
Dukchun Automobile Factory, and a metal shop 
to the Kiyang Tractcr Factory respectively. And 
the Hichun Machine-tool Factory is building a 
special machine-tool shop.

FOR WIDER APPLICATION OF CHEMICALS 


New chemical factories are being construsted 
for accelerating wider application of chemistry in 
the national economy. These factories will help 
us in capturing the heights of 5,000,000 tons of 
grain and 250,000,000 meters of fabrics this 
year. 

Builders of construction trust No. 17 under the 
Heavy Industrial Commission who have taken the 
charge of the construction of the Bongoong 
Caustic Soda Factory are waging an_ intensified 
innovation movement. They are doubling their 
quotas every day. 


A new gas extraction factory is under construc- 
tion. This factory will extract gas from anthracite 
abundant in our country to produce fertilizer and 
urea. Also the construction of a  weed-killer 
manufacturing factory and the sulphate shop of 
the Heungnam Fertilizer Factory is moving 
ahead. 


Upholding the on-the-spot guidance of Comrade 
Kim Il Sung the workers of the construction shop 
of the Aoji Chemical Factory finished the large 
methanol rectification tower taking a little more 
than eight months. It was originally expected to 
take two years. This tower began operation on 
March 20. 


The heroic working class of our country is 
displaying boundless creative energy. Galloping 
on Chullima our working people are waging a 
socialist emulation. And with surging political 
and labour enthusiasm they greet the red-letter 
day, May Day. 


This year the peasants have set the goal of 
harvesting 5 million tons of grain, twice the 
figure of the record year under the Japanese im- 
perialist rule. 

Last year the peasants of North Korea harvest- 
ed one million tons more grain than in the pre- 
Vicus year in spite of the worst drought and 
Storms in the past 40 years. The northern part cf 
the country produces three times more grain 
than the southern part in terms of the rural 
population. The socialist countryside of North 
Korea has become a solid base for food grain and 
raw materials for light industry. 

Today North Korea, once a food deficient area, 
has a food surplus. 

The peasants’ life has improved to the level of 
Middle or well-to-do middle peasants as a whole. 

Last year each co-op member household earned 
two tons:and 700 kg in grain and 400 won in 
fash on an average throughout the country. And 
the common funds of the cooperatives increased 
by 90 per cent as against 1960. 

The looks of the countryside have gone 
through a complete change. Modern § farm 


houses, cultural establishments stand in place of 
the miserable-looking huts of the past. Then 
machines do farming, which was unthinkable in 
the past. 

As in other Asian countries, particularly in 
those countries which underwent the colonial 
rule of the imperialists, in Korea, too, the 
peasant problem was a very urgent one awaiting 
immediate solution after the country’s libera- 
tion. 

When Korea was under the Japanese imperi- 
alists’ rule our peasants knew only poverty and 
backwardness. Seven out of every ten peasants 
had no land and they were shackled always with 
a stupendous amount of debt. 

All the tools they had were primitive ones, 
and every year drought and flood damaged the 
crops. 

Every year numerous 
farms to beg in towns. 

All this was changed, however, with the coun- 
try’s liberation. The land reform, the first of a 
series of democratic reforms enforced by the 
people’s power after liberation, made _ the

peasants, masters of land, free themselves from 
feudal yoke for good. 

However, this alone was not 
the agricultural problem fundamentally. 

It was impossible for the fragmentized private 
farming to rapidly develop the agricultural pro- 
ductive forces and fundamentally improve the 
situation of the poor peasants. Then the three-year 
war unleashed by the U.S. imperialists made the 
situation worse. The material and technical foun- 
dation of agriculture was severely devastated. 

Under such circumstances, had the private 
farming method been kept, it would have been 
impossible to improve the lot of the poor peasants 
whose number grew to 40 per cent of the entire 
peasants during the war. Nor would it have been 
possible to prevent disparity between the rapidly 
developing industry and backward agriculture. 
It was against such background that the Workers’ 
Party of Korea called for agricultural co-operation.

its advantages attracted the peasant masses and 
the agricultural cc-operation was brought to a 
successful conclusion in less than five years after 
the war. 

The might of the large-scale collective economy 
and the seething political enthusiasm of the 
peasants freed from exploitation have caused a 
steep rise in the agricultural productive forces. 
Then the Party presented the task of technical in- 
novation in agriculture with irrigation, electrifica- 
tion and mechanization as its basic content. The 
strong heavy industry built in the postwar years 
rendered active support to it. 

Conservation of water was the foremost task in 
our country where a long drought comes regular- 
ly in the spring sowing season and flood in the 
summer. The task of irrigation set forth by the 
Party was successfully carried out with huge 
material and financial aid given by the state and 
the efforts of the peasant masses. Irrigation pro- 


-Jects were completed in the main in 1959. 


As a result, the total irrigated area in the 
northern part reached 800,000 hectares or 7 
times the pre-liberation figure. Now, no more do 
the peasants look up to heaven for rain. Today 
not only the paddies but also the dry fields, not 
only the plain areas but also the mountainous 
areas hundreds of metres above sea level, are 
irrigated. The total irrigation channels extend 
75,000 ri (one ri equals some 4 hundred metres). 

Along with the rapid rehabilitation and con- 
struction of large-scale power stations in the 
postwar period, numbers of medium and small 
hydro-power stations have been constructed. Now 
electricity has reached 92.1 per cent of the total 


rural villages. Electricity is used not only for 
lighting but 


also in drawing water, thrashing, 
fodder processing and other farming work. 
Great success has also been scored in the 
mechanization of agriculture for ultimately 
freeing the peasants from the difficult, labour- 


- consuming farm work. 
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The achievemenis in the mechanization of 
agriculture have been made possible thanks to the 


_ powerful aid from the heavy industry of the coun- 
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effective 
_ crop growing stimulants are being supplied to the 


try with 
backbone. 

At present, in the countryside over 14,000 trac- 
fors (in terms of 15 h.p. unit), more than 
1,600 lorries and large numbers of other farming 
machines are working. 

As of the end of 1961, the number of tractors 
per 100 jungbo reached 0.7. The bulk of such 
labour-consuming work as ploughing and transport 
are now done by tractors and lorries. 

The on-the-spot guidance of Comrade Kim 
Il Sung to the Chungsan-ri and Kangsu County 
Party organizations in February 1960 was of 
weighty importance in further consolidating and 
developing the socialist economy in the coun- 
tryside and expediting the overall upsurge in 
agricultural production. 


This also occasioned a great turning point in the 
rural areas causing a new upswing and innovation. 
The management ccmmittees for agricultural co- 
operatives which came into being last December on 


the machine-building industry as its 


the initiative of Comrade Kim I] Sung have further 
developed the Chungsan-ri method. 


The step was of great significance in speedily 
developing the agricultural productive forces and 
consolidating the agricultural co-operatives organi- 
zationally.

a level of 6-7 million tons of grain, 350,000 tons 
of meat, 500,000 tons of fruits, and over 22,000 
tons of cocoons. 


During the plan period, for the fulfilment of 
such stupendous task, the total number of tractors 
will increase to more than 80,000. Then every 
one hundred jungbo will have 3.2 tractors (in 
terms of 15 hp. unit). 


Thus, comprehensive mechanization will be in- 
troduced in farming work and machines will do 
labour-consuming work in the fields of stock breed- 
ing, fruit growing, etc., too. 


The application of chemical fertilizer will grow 
to 570 kg per jungbo with the supply of 1,500,000 
tons of chemical fertilizers. Then various kinds of 
highly effective agricultural chemicals including 
insecticides, weed killers and crop' growing 
stimulants will be supplied in large quantities. 


In the plan period, the real income of the 
peasants will augment more than two times. With 
the accent on the productive construction, 600,000 
modern farm houses will be newly erected in our 
ceuntryside. Our countryside will have a new look 
and the peasants’ life become a more pleasant and 
happier one. 
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Why South Korean Peasants 


Spring in South Korea is a season of starvation. 
Even according to an official announcement of the 
niilitary regime, in March no less than 3,400,000 
peasants in South Korea faced starvation. 

150 out of 170 peasant and non-peasant house- 
holds in Naichon village, Chinyang county, South 
Kyungsang Province, have had nothing to eat 
Since early March. 42 per cent of the peasant 
households in Changwon county of the same 
province had already exhausted provisions in less 
than one month after last year’s harvest. 

The number of foodless peasant households has 
been swelling year after year. It was 600,000 in 
1956 but the figure shot up to 1-1.2 million in 
1957. 

As the South Korean press put it, poverty and 
hunger are sweeping the countryside. 

Why, then, does the South Korean countryside, 
once the granary of Korea, suffer today? Be- 
cause of the colonial agricultural policy pursu- 


Run Out Of Food 


ed by U.S. imperialism and its stooges. The 
U.S. imperialists and their bootlickers in South 
Korea are intensifying colonial plunder. The 
system of feudal exploitation is very much 
evident in the rural areas of South Korea. 

As the Chosun Ilbo reported on August 10, 
1960, 226,000 jungbo (one jungbo approximates 
to one hectare) out of the total of 538,900 
jJungbo of land ‘‘distributed’” through the 
“agrarian reform’’ which was concocted in 1950 
has been resold, and a batch of new landlords 
have made their appearance. The ‘agrarian 
reform’ was carried out allegedly for soothing 
the South Korean peasants and their demand 
for land. At any rate, today, a tenant system 
worse than before is prevailing in South Korea. 

Moreover, the peasants were subjected to 
worse plunder by the puppet authorities under 
the excuse of their giving land to the peasants 
through the “agrarian reform.” ; 

Every year the U.S. imperial- 
ists and the puppet regime take 
away 60 to 80 per cent of the 
harvest from the peasants under 
the name of “‘compensation grain 
for the land distributed’ and 
“land acquisition tax.”’ 

But their exploitation of 

' peasants does not stop there 
either. They collect every year

~ 400,000 suk (one suk is 150 kg) of rice from the 
peasants as irrigation fees and impose scores of 
kinds of other onerous taxes upon them. 
‘U.S. imperialism and the puppet regime also 
rob the peasants of a large amount of grain 
through ‘‘purchase”’, ‘‘security’’ and so forth. Last 
~ autumn alone, they saddled the peasants with more 
than 4,800,000 suk of rice as “delivery grain” 
and ‘‘purchase grain”. But the peasants were 
paid 3,500 hwan per suk less than the production 
cest. 

_ While taking away peasants’ grain at prices 
lower than the production cost, the U.S. impe- 
rialists are selling their industrial goods at high 
prices. The price of their fertilizer sold in South 
Korea is 1.6 to 3.5 times higher than the world 
Samarket price. 

The gap between the prices of industrial and 
agricultural products and the low prices of 
farm produce under the pressure of surplus U.S. 
agricultural produce bring the peasants a loss of 
more than 100,000 million hwan every year. 
The debts shouldered by the peasants keep 
growing. The total debts of the South Korean 
‘peasants run into 184,400 million hwan, or 
83,800 hwan per peasant household on an 
average. This is twice as much as in May 1953. 
_ he grain output in South Korea dropped by 
25 per cent last year as against that under the 
Japanese imperialist rule. 

Agriculture is becoming more fragmentised in 
“Scuth Korea. Some 43 per cent of the total 
‘peasant households work on only 0.5 jungbo of 
land. They cannot even grow enough grain for 
themselves. The farm implements are animal- 
‘drawn ploughs, hoes and sickles, if they have 
any at all. As a matter of fact, every five 
households have only one plough. Not a moior- 
driven farm machine is to be seen. 

_ More than 70 per cent of the arable land is 
oxidized. To make matters worse, every year 
drought and flood attack the South Korean coun- 
tryside. 

z As a result, the productivity of agriculture is 
_Miserably low. 

Even according to doctored figures released 
by the puppet ‘Ministry of Agriculture and 
Forestry,” between 1953 and 1961 the average 
annual grain output per jungbo stood at 11.3 
) ‘Suk. This bespeaks that the peasants who till 
0.5 jungbo of land turned out 6.2 suk of grain 
a year on an average. 

_ According to information published by the 
puppet “Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry,” 
the annual grain consumption per peasant in

South Korea is 195.45 kg and that per peasant 
household is 1,172.7 kg, taking the members of 
each family as six. This means that each of the 
one million peasant households who till less than 
0.5 jungbo is short on an average of 1,242.7 kg 
of grain, even if it consumes all it produces. 


Yet the Pak Jung Hi clique have further in- 
tensified exploitation of the rural areas since the 
“military coup.’’ Then funds are frozen since the 
enactment of “Jaw on clearing usury debts.” 

To relieve themselves from chronic famine and 
to enjoy a happy life in a land free from crop 
failure forever like the peasants in the northern 
half of the Republic, the South Korean peasants 
must hold high the banner of the anti-American, 
national salvation struggle to drive the U.S. 
imperialists from South Korea, sweep out the 
military fascist rule, and achieve the country’s 
unification at the earliest date.

on the Brink of Ruin 


JUNG JONG KYOON 


The Pak Jung Hi-led South Korean blackguards 
are running headlong into the abyss of ruin. 

The military regime, a complete U.S. aggres- 
sive tool, has no political or economic founda- 
tion whatsoever. Under martial law it has been 
suppressing the patriotic people for more than 
one year now. With such deceptive ‘“‘plans’’ and 
“measures” as “land construction” and “building 
up a self-supporting economy” it has been work- 
ing hard to create an illusion that it will do 
something about. the political and economic chaos 
South Korea is facing. 

However, things have not turned out as they 
expected. 


As the traitorous act of the military rogues be- 
comes more naked, as the economic bankruptcy 
worsens, and as the people’s living becomes 
more difficult, the people’s indignation and 
anger is intensified. Now the fascist military 
regime is pushed into a tight corner. 


IRREMEDIABLE ECONOMIC BANKRUPTCY 


The over-all bankruptcy of the South Korean 
economy and the “worst times in 4,000 years”’ 
are the natural outcomes of the colonial predatory 
policy the U.S. imperialists have pursued for the 
past 17 years. Since it was put under the military 
regime, South Korea has been suffering the 
severest decline in its national economy in the 
post-war period. 


Due to shortage of raw materials, fund and 
electricity, 80 per cent of the entire South Kore- 
an industrial enterprises stood idle even before 
the military coup. 

According to the recent report of the South 
Korean press, last year alone 1,062 enterprises 
went bankrupt or were closed down. The figure 
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shot up to 1,378 in January this year. 

As for those enterprises _ still managing to 
operate, their outlook is very gloomy. 

The South Korean industry depends entirely on 
imported raw materials. Under the circumstances 
goods do not move because of the high prices 
for imported raw materials and the ever-shrink- 
ing purchasing power of the popular masses. 
During the month of January this year and early 
part of the following month the total amount of 
Sales in Seoul dwindled sharply to ‘‘one-fifth of 
the normal.’ 

On top of it, the military blackguards keep 
printing bank notes to cover the colossal deficit. 
Dut to the excessive issue of bank notes inflation 
is worse. 

Between last May and February 15 this year 
the total amount of currency in circulation in 
South Korea expanded by 99,700 million hwan. 

Along with the inflation, prices continue to 
soar in South Korea. ; 

The wholesale price index in Seoul in the 
middle March, according to the data released by 
the South Korean “Hankook Bank,” stood at 
213.1 compared with 1955, 2.4 per cent higher 
than in February. 

Despite steep rise in prices, the nominal wages 
of the working people have remained frozen since 
the coup. 

Commenting recently on the South Korean 
situation, Asahi Shinbun of Japan wrote that, 
Sandwitched in between “low wages and _ infla- 
tion’, the South Korean people are groaning 
under utmost poverty. A correspondent of the 
monthly journal lEasten Horizon published in 
Hongkong, who visited South Korea, described 
the poverty of the South Korean people as “a 
poverty unparalleled in human society.” 

The situation in the rural areas is more ap- 
palling. 


According to the Radio Junjoo, as of March 
91 in North Chulla Province alone more than 
730,000 peasants of 145,646 households who 
account for nearly 60 per cent of the entire pea- 
sants in the province were without provisions. 
In North Kyungsang Province, too, 43 per cent 
of the entire peasant households are _ suffering 
from hunger. 

As the Pak Jung Hi military gangsters admit- 
ted, in the South Korean countryside, “those who 
need immediate relief’? number some 3,400,000 
and they are ‘“‘on the verge of starvation.”’ 

It goes without saying that today’s wretched 
plight of the South Korean peasants is the con- 
sequence of the ever-intensifying exploitation and 
plunder by U.S. imperialism and the South 
Korean military blackguards. Last year U.S. im- 
perialism and the military hordes plundered 4 
million suk of grain which was 26.7 per cent 
greater than in 1960 from the South Korean 
peasants in the name of “collection and purchase 
of autumn and summer crops’’, “Ioan on secu- 
miry , etc. 

Now U.S. imperialism and the military ru- 
ffians are set to plunder 500,000 suk of summer 
crops alone, or 2.1 times last year’s figure. 
Then to the peasants who are groaning under 
starvation, the military gang clamours “‘austeri- 
ty”, ‘‘help-oneself’’ and ‘community and mutual 
assistance.” 


Such is the picture of how the South Korean 
economy fares today. 

Notwithstanding this, the military hordes are 
running amuck to deceive the South Korean peo- 
ple and continue to plunder them, trumpeting 
about what they call ‘five-year plan.”’ 

One can see clearly the deceptive and country- 
‘selling nature of the ‘‘five-year plan’ in the fact 

that 82 per cent of the total investments (about 
2,500 million dollars) will be covered, it is said, 
by internal capital, ie., plunder of people, and 
18 per cent by foreign capital. 

However, under the prevailing situation in 
South Korea with its national economy gcing 
from bad to worse, accumulation of such capital 
is beyond imagination. 

The “five-year plan’’ of the military hordes is 
nothing but a scheme to subject the people to 
dcuble and treble enslavement and invite in 
foreign capital, especially Japanese monopoly 
capital under the guise of ‘“‘economic construc- 
ticn’”’ in a hope to prolong their existence. 

Whatever deceptive machinations U.S. impe- 
Yialism and military gangsters resort to, they 
Cannot cope with the deep-going economic dislo- 


cation. 

No wonder then a correspondent of Japanese 
Hokkai Times said that it was difficult to predict 
the future of the South Korean military regi- 
me “because South Korea with its weak social 
and economic foundation is tossing and may 
easily reverse its course if there is an impact.” 


GROWING ANTI-U.S. NATIONAL SALVATION 
STRUGGLE 


The specific feature of the recent development 
of the South Korean situation is that among the 
South Korean people discontent with the U.S. 
imperialist aggressors and Pak Jung Hi gangs 
ters is growing and that the people’s struggle for 
the right to life, democracy and freedom is 
becoming intense. 

Illustrative of this are a series of recent strug- 
gles of the people: the public works workers in 
Tongrai county, South Kyungsang Province, and 
in Taegu, North Kyungsang Province, demanded 
immediate payment cf the wages in arrears; some 
18,000 railway workers fought against the reduc- 
tion of the starvation wages by military ruffians; 
in Kimhai county, South Kyungsang Province 
and in Yungduk, Yungyang, and Chungsong 
counties and other areas in North Kyungsang 
Province, the peasant rose in demand of the resti- 
tution of the expropriated land, the payment of 
farming funds and the undertaking of irrigation 
projects; the peasants fought against forced sale 
of U.S. surplus fertilizers; the fishermen on the 
west coast waged a mass struggle against the 
“consignment sale’? of marine products enforced 
by the military blackguards; the petty fishermen 
on the south coast put up a struggle against the 
fishing ban imposed by the military hordes; the 
citizens of Koonsan and the teaching staff of the 
“Junbook Agricultural College’ and the gradua- 
tes of the college jointly fought against the for- 
ced closing down of the college. The resistance 
of the citizens of Koonsan against taxes was 
noteworthy. Struggles were waged in different 
parts of South Korea. 

According to a report from Seoul on April 4, 
the students of ‘“‘Tongyang Medical College’ in 
Seoul staged a demonstration in front of the 
Ministry of Education of the military regime in 
protest against the military hordes’ policy of clos- 
ing down the college. Also the girls of trie 
“Duksung Girls’ College’ walked out of their 
class rooms, 


Condemning the ever-intensifying murderous 
atrocities of the U.S. imperialist aggressive army 
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and describing them as “‘nazi-like brutality,’ in 
its editorial under the heading of “Should Our 
Nation Endure Any Longer Maltreatment by the 
U.S. Army?” the South Korean Kookje Shinbo of 
March 8 emphasized that ‘“‘no longer were they 
to be tolerated.”” On March 29 the students of 
Seoul University refused to attend a lecture arran- 
ged by the “chief of the administrative office of 
the Economic Commission for Asia and the Far 
East’? who was sent by U.S. imperialism, which 
showed an aspect of the growing anti-U.S. sentti- 
ment among the South Korean people. 

The Pak Jung Hi military hordes are hated and 
rejected not only by the masses of the people 
but by the upper crusts of the ruling circles. 

As is widely known, attempts of coup d’etat 
for overthrowing the military regime, were 
repeated by the upper crusts of the old ‘“‘politi- 
cians.” 

Today the military hordes, rejected completely 
by the South Korean people, find no place to set 
foot. They are so isolated that they have no one 
to trust. 

Therefore, they are raving about 
power over to civil administration’’

hand and, on the other, are prohibiting the poli- 
tical activities of all personages who do not show 
sympathy with them in their attempt to prolong 
the military fascist rule. 

The deepening political and economic crisis and 
the growing people’s struggle are causing utmost 
uneasiness to U.S. imperialists and the Pak Jung 
Hi clique. 

Driven into a dilemma by the development of 
the situation, the U.S. imperialists are desperately 
Striving to bolster their tottering colonial system 
in South Korea and other parts of Asia. To this 
end they are most anxious to bring the ‘South 
Korea-Japan Talks’? to an early conclusion and 
bind together the Pak Jung Hi blackguards and 
Japanese miilitarists politically and militarily. 
Then with the formation of the ‘North-east Asia 
Military Alliance’ they are set to unleash a new 
war. 

However, such machination of U.S. imperialism 
will only evoke the stronger indignation and 
hatred of the people. The enemy will certainly 
disappear in the flames of the national salvation 
struggle of the Korean people who have risen up 
for the unification of their fatherland. 


Grim Picture of South Korea 


The South Korean newspaper Maiil Shinmoon 
published in Taegu, in its February 25 issue 
of this year, described under the headline ‘‘A 
Sorrow-Stricken District Where Spring Does Not 
Come’”’ the miserable situation of the Taegu citi- 
zens suffering famine. 

Below is a translation of the article.—Ed. 


A DISTRICT SWEPT BY FAMINE 


Spring is a season of destitution. It adds to the 
bitterness and misery of the people of this land 
who are languishing in the ‘mire of poverty.” 
The countryside may not suffer famine all the 
year round because it harvests something in 
autumn and reaps barley in summer. But Taegu’s 
East Side is in the “state of semi-famine”’ year in 
and year out... It is a district swept by famine, a 
sorrow-stricken district.

ONE MEAL A DAY AT BEST 


Some 500 poor families are clustered on the 
slope to the northeast of Kyungbook University. 
Barracks and mud huts meet your eyes. Mud hut 
with a space of some 5 or 6 pyung is shared by 
poor families. Each family lives in a rented 
room. 

I visited the district on the 22nd of this month. 
It was around four o’clock in the afternoon, I 
spent quite a few minutes looking for the chief 
of the neighbourhood unit. But it was in vain. At 
each neighbourhood unit I found its chief was 
absent. 

I learned from the inhabitants that the chiefs 
of the neighbourhood units were earning living 
working as day labourers or peddling goods. I 
called at a ‘“‘house” in neighbourhood unit No. 18 
in Bookhyun-dong. 


I learned that the householder Koo Ja Yun died 
several years ago leaving behind him 44-years-old 
wife and five children. The family of six was 
living in a small rented room with a space of 
a little more than one pyung. The eldest one was 
ten-year-old girl Jum Ja. 

The eldest daughter Jum Ja was prepar- 
ing cured vegetable in the fenceless courtyard 
when I visited the house. The mother, she told 
me, had gone out to get firewood. A girl of 
about three was sitting beside Jum Ja giving a 
helping hand. 

I learned from the girl that she did not have 
lunch, that the supper for the family was gruel 
made of cured vegetable, wild vegetable, barley 
or flour. The girl then added that it was rare for 
the family to have rice in cooking gruel. I went 
on with my questions and the cameraman was 
about to take picture when she began to weep. 
The bitter life of poverty and hunger drew tears 
from this little girl. 


I had nothing more to ask her and I did not 
want to torment her. So I left the house. 

Next I visited the house of Pak Bok Moon in 
neighbourhood unit No. 19 of the same residential 
quarter. The 53-years-old man has six mouths to 
feed—the wife and five children. The eldest son 
fl Ryong is 19 years old and the youngest is 
four years old. Pak Bok Moon works by the day 

as a burden carrier. 


“Our supper yesterday was buckwheat noodle, 
which cost me 140 hwan. We had no lunch today. 
It is rare for me to earn some money,’ said Pak 
4 Bok Moon. 


The skinny elderly man told me that he hailed 
from Yungdong of North Choongchung Province. 
He left the home village in his teen age . and 
’ ever since he has wandered different parts scek- 
ing a living. 
“It’s difficult to make ends meet by carrying 
burden for other people. I spend many days, 
_ Vainly waiting for people to come and ask me to 
_ Carry something,’ said the elderly man with a 
ceep sigh. 
The children with curious eyes looked by turn 
at their father and me. The elderly man appeared 
to have given up any hope of ridding himself of 
; the “mire of poverty.” 
It seemed that the elderly man was reconciling 
himself to the hard lot and distress. 


While I was having conversations with the 
elderly man Pak, inhabitants in the neighbourhood 
Sathered around us. From their envious look, it 
Was apparent that they were taking me for an 


official who had come to arrange food rationing 


_ for the elderly man. They were the people in the 


depths of poverty, people who work by the day 
or go about begging. I learned from them that 
they all had no lunch on that day. 

The more than 500 househo'ds in this district 
are all in needy circumstances. Over 100 house- 
holds of them, I learned, have only one meal a 
day or two meals and their meals are chiefly 
vegetable gruel. 


BEGGING IN THE MORNING 


As soon as day breaks, they set out to beg food. 
When they are given any hand-out, they can have 
a bite. When they are given some hand-out of 10 
hwan copper coin, they buy buckwheat noodle for 
supper. Wild vegetables gathered in the fields 
are used. 

For these people begging is the only way of 
keeping the wolf from the door. 

Son Joon Shin in neighbourhood unit No. 23 
is a rag man. His family of six live in a shabby 
mud hut with the space of a little more than one 
pyung. 

When I called at Son Joon Shin’s home, the 
wife and the eldest son, a 15-years-old crippled 
boy, were at home. She, the wife of Son Joon 
Shin, was born in Taejun and married to Son 
Joon Shin twenty years ago. Her husband is a 
Chinese and he was running an eating house at 
the time of his marriage. Since the business went 
bankrupt, the family has moved from one place 
to another seeking a living. 


The woman told me that in the morning of the 
day the family ate the food they had begged and 
that maize gruel was their lunch. Then she added 
that she was not sure whether the family could 
have supper. She had to wait until the husband 
came home in the evening. If he had failed to 
earn something, the family would probably go 
without supper. The woman heaved a deep sigh. 

Next I called at the house of Kim Yong Sook, 
an odd-job man by trade. His family, I learned, 
was in the middle grade in living standard in the 
district. 


A woman who looked over thirty was preparing 
wild vegetable for cooking supper. 

““We barely eke out the living,’ said the 
woman. And pointing to the wild vegetable, she 
continued: “‘I put this stuff in cooking gruel for 
our supper. I don’t know the name of this wild

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U.S. War-maniacs Reckless Outcries 


Lately in Soutn Korea and in other parts of 
Asia the aggressive schemes of the U.S. imperi- 
alists have become more naked, and war prepa- 
rations are being stepped. up. 

Many bellicose American generals and _ top- 
level representatives of Wall Street come to South 
Korea and other countries of Asia to hold meet- 
ings with their puppets on war schemes, Then 
they inspect military establishments. And, at the 
same time, the U.S. imperialists continue to ship 
into these parts of Asia their aggressive troops 
and military equipment. They are bent on aggra- 
vating tension by staging provocative military 
exercises in many parts of Asia—South Korea, 
Taiwan, the sea off the Philippines and the Indian 
Ocean. 

On April 1, Chairman of U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Lemnitzer was in South Korea for the second 
time after his visits to South Vietnam, Laos, 
Taiwan and Okinawa. He was followed by U.S. 
Army Secretary Stahr who came to South Korea 
on April 9 for “inspection of the front line.’’ 

Only a short while ago a number of top U.S. 
Officials such as Kennedy’s special adviser Bowles, 
Attorney-General Robert Kennedy, Assistant 
Secretary of State Harriman, Kennedy’s military 
adviser Taylor and Commander-in-Chief of 
U.S. Pacific Forces Felt toured different parts of 
Asia hawking ‘‘anti-ccommunism’’ and fanning 
war preparations. One batch of bellicose American 
brass hats after another frequent South Korea. 
What are they up to? They are up to no good. 

The Korean people and the peoples of other 
Asian countries who have suffered untold pains 
and misfortunes caused by the U.S. imperialists 
are watching with heightened vigilance the busy 
movements of the U.S. imperialists. The Asian 
peoples know well from their experiences that the 
busy goings and comings of the blood-thirsty U.S. 
warmongers bring nothing but evil. 

Ten odd years ago, the U.S. imperialists laun- 
ched the barbarous aggressive war against the 
Korean people shortly after the notorious war- 
monger Dulles’s visit to South Korea. Some time 
ago U.S. war-maniac Taylor made a trip to South 
Vietnam. Shortly after his visit the ‘‘Military 
Assistance Command’ was set up in Soutn-

It is crystal clear why the U.S. imperialists are 
so frantic. 
As in the past the U.S. imperialist aggressors 


desperately cling to war provocations in the hope

The Kennedy government has hoped the war 
scare would become a shot in the arm for the 
U.S. economy. But today the U.S. faces another 
recession before its full recovery from the fourth 
one in the post-war period. Deficit in finance and 
trade is on the up-curve. In the United States 
the number of unemployed has reached a record 
high of six million. Kennedy’s policy of impos- 
ing on the American working people the burden 
of frantic armament expansion and the conse- 
quences of the economic depression has met. with 
the resolute opposition of the American people. 


The U.S. imperialists’ policy of aggression and 
war suffers frustration in different parts of the 
world. The colonial foothold of U.S. imperialism 
is crumbling especially in Asia. In South Korea 
the ever-mounting anti-American, national salva- 
tion struggle of the people has shaken the U.S. 
colonial rule to its very foundation. The peoples 
of South Vietnam and Laos who have taken up 
arms for national independence and freedom 
are driving the U.S. imperialists’ puppets into a 
tight corner. Today the U.S. imperialists find 
themselves ‘forsaken by all. And now the U.S. 
imperialists figure only an adventurous war will 
save them. The U.S. imperialists represented by 
Kennedy are pursuing double-dealing policy 
under the guise of “‘peace’’. It is their scheme to 
turn Asia into a battle ground of “‘limited war” 
and then ‘full-scale war.’’ They have already 
unleashed an “undeclared war’’ in Southeast 
Asia. In January and February, the U.S. imperi- 
alists held high-level conferences in Hawaii and 
decided to reinforce the aggressive trocps Sta- 
tioned in Asia and expand their military bases. 


At the meeting of the U.S. ambassadors to 
Asian countries and the Far East operations con- 
ference held at Baguio in the Philippines in 
March, the U.S. imperialists decided to intensify 


their political, economic and military aggression 
in Asia. 

Following the ‘‘Baguio meeting’? Lemnitzer 
and Stahr toured South Korea and Southeast 
Asia. Their tours, it is apparent, were aimed at 
stepping up war preparations in Asia and organ- 
izing in South Korea the implementation of the 
plan for strengthening “‘anti-communist shield.” 


Raving about the so-called anti-communism 
- and ‘‘joint defence of Asia,’ the U.S. imperial- 
ists are plotting a sinister scheme to bind to- 
gether militarily their puppets in Asia. They 
attach great significance to leaguing the South 
Korean military fascist gang with the Japanese 
- militarists. 


The U.S. imperialists have revived and rearm- 
ed the Japanese militarists. Now they are set to 
turn the latter into a ‘‘shock force’ in the agg- 
ression in Asia. Through the criminal ‘‘South Ko- 
‘rea-Japan talks,’ the U.S. imperialists pursue 
the aim of bringing together at an early date the 
_ Japanese militarists and the South Korean pup- 
_ pets. Washington is accelerating the formation 
of the “‘Northeast Asia military alliance’ with 
the Japanese militarists as the centre. This is 
revealed by the fact that the U.S. war-monger

They have to buy straw, 
paying 13 hwan for a bunch. The production cost 
cf a bundle of straw-rope is 130 hwan, and its 
price, when it is up to the standard, is 165 hwan. 
A skilled worker can hardly make ten bundles a 
day, even if he works without rest. Therefore, 
straw-rope making is not a profitable business. 

Burden carrying, it is said, is ae to the 
straw-rope making. 

The district with 213 households has only 254 
able-bodied people. There are 36 widows, 39 
crippled persons, and 224 unemployed. Some 
children are enrolled in school. They devote their 
picking wild vegetables 
which serve as their food. 

The mud huts resembling the pigeon-house and 
the children gathering wild vegetables—all this 
represents the struggle to escape the “‘slough of 
famine.”’

TWO NEW MACHINES 


Recently members of the En- 
gineering Research Laboratory 
and the teaching staff and students 


of the Engineering Department: 


of the Kim Chaik Polytechnical 
Institute, in co-operation with 
workers and technicians of the 
Koosung machine plant succeed- 
ed in turning out a vertical cog- 
wheel press. 

The new press which consists 
of eight parts is 3.5 metres in 
length, 1.5 metres in width, 2 
metres in height, and 5 tons in 
weight. 

The rotary chuck ‘of this press 
can hald cylindric cogwheels of 


diametres ranging from 60 to 
350 mm. The machine can press 
any kind of cogwheel whether 


- its teeth are straight or slant, It 
_ turns out 


toothed wheels with 
different modules ranging from 
0.75 to 5 mm. 

Except the feeding and remov- 
ing of products the press is au- 
tomatised. 


Another outstanding feature of 
the press is that in hardness its 
products surpass those turned out 
by a hob. The press also saves 
much iron as it does not produce 
shavings. Its efficiency is 30 
times higher than the hob. 

In the meantime another ma- 
chine—an all-purpose electronic 
computer—was made by the 
members of the Electricity 
Research Laboratory and the 
teachers and students of the 
Department of Electric En- 
gineering of the Institute. 

The computer will be used for 
designing, study, rectification in 
automation system with such 
complex processes as automatic 
regulation, control and confluen- 
ce system and for observing the 
dynamic processes

unlinear differential equations of 
six corollaries in one second, not 
to speak of complex differential 
equations. Its calculating speed 
can be modulated within the 
range of 1 to 250 seconds, so 
that its working can be observed 
or photographed.
